There- 
fore, statements in the Torah and the Gospel that conform to 
the Qur'an and the Sunna are statements that Muslims can ben- 


efit from. But the essential precondition is for these statements 


to be in agreement with the verses of the Qur'an and the ha- 
diths.

In other verses about the Gospel our Lord reveals: 


And We sent Jesus son of Mary following in their foot- 
steps, confirming the Torah that came before him. We 
gave him the Gospel containing guidance and light, con- 
firming the Torah that came before it, and as guidance 
and admonition for those who have taqwa [righteous- 
ness]. The people of the Gospel should judge by what 
Allah sent down in it. Those who do not judge by what 
Allah has sent down, such people are deviators. (Surat 
al-Ma'ida, 46-47) 


Then We sent Our Messengers following in their foot- 
steps and sent Jesus son of Mary after them, giving him 
the Gospel. We put compassion and mercy in the hearts 
of those who followed him.They invented monasti- 
cism—We did not prescribe it for them—purely out of de- 
sire to gain the pleasure of Allah, but even so they did 
not observe it as it should have been observed. To those 
of them who had faith We gave their reward but many of 
them are deviators. (Surat al-Hadid, 27)

Then 
he gave them to his disciples to set before the people. He also 
divided the two fish among them all. They all ate and were sat- 
isfied, and the disciples picked up twelve basketfuls of bro- 
ken pieces of bread and fish.

had eaten was five thousand. (Mark, 6:38-44) 


He replied, "You give them something 


to eat." They answered, 


"We have only five loaves 
of bread and two fish— 
unless we go and buy 


food for all this crowd." 
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(About five thousand men were there.) But he said to his disci- 
ples, "Have them sit down in groups of about fifty each." The 


disciples did so, and everybody sat down. Taking the five 


loaves and the two fish and looking up to heaven, he gave 
thanks and broke them. Then he gave them to the disciples to 
set before the people. They all ate and were satisfied, and the 
disciples picked up twelve basketfuls of broken pieces that 
were left over. (Luke, 9:13-17) 


When the hour came, Jesus and his apostles reclined at the 
table. And he said to them, "I have eagerly desired to eat this 
Passover with you... After taking the cup, he gave thanks and 
said, "Take this and divide it among you... And he took bread, 
gave thanks and broke it, and gave it to them..." (Luke, 
22:14-19) 


As they approached the village to which they were 
going, Jesus acted as if he were going farther. 
But they urged him strongly, "Stay with us, 
for it is nearly evening; the day is almost 
over." So he went in to stay with 
them. When he was at the table 
with them, he took bread, 
gave thanks, broke it and 
began to give it to them. 
(Luke, 24:28-30) 


After he [Paul] said this, 
he took some bread 
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and gave thanks to God in front of them all. Then he broke it 
and began to eat. (Acts, 27:34-35) 


And so we came to Rome. The brothers there had heard that we 
were coming, and they traveled as far as the Forum of Appius 
and the Three Taverns to meet us. At the sight of these men 
Paul thanked God and was encouraged. (Acts, 28:15) 


Another of his disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, spoke 
up, "Here is a boy with five small barley loaves and two small 
fish, but how far will they go among so many?" Jesus said, 
"Have the people sit down." There was plenty of grass in that 
place, and the men sat down, about five thousand of them. Je- 
sus then took the loaves, gave thanks, and distributed to 
those who were seated as much as they wanted. He did the 
same with the fish. When they had all had enough to eat, he 
said to his disciples, "Gather the pieces that are left over. Let 
nothing be wasted." So they gathered them and filled twelve 
baskets with the pieces of the five barley loaves left over by 
those who had eaten. After the people saw the miraculous sign 
that Jesus did, they began to say, "Surely this is the Prophet 
who is to come into the world." (John, 6:8-14) 


So they took away the stone. Then Jesus looked up and said, 
"God, I thank You that You have heard me [you answered my 


prayers]. I knew that You always hear me, but I said this for the 


benefit of the people standing here, that they may believe that 
You sent me."

To this [for God's good plea- 
sure] you were called... that you should follow in his [Christ's] 
steps. "He committed no sin, and no deceit was found in his 
mouth." When they hurled their insults at him, he did not re- 
taliate; when he suffered, he made no threats. Instead, he en- 
trusted himself to Him Who judges justly. (1 Peter, 2:19-23) 


You will be betrayed even by parents, brothers, relatives and 
friends, and they will put some of you to death. All men will 
hate you because of me [for following me for God's good plea- 


sure]. But not a hair of your head will perish. By standing firm 


you will gain life [the infinite life in paradise]. (Luke, 21:16- 
19) 


This is the verdict: Light has come into the world, but men 
loved darkness instead of light because their deeds were evil. 
Everyone who does evil hates the light, and will not come into 
the light for fear that his deeds will be exposed.

When you are brought before synagogues, rulers and authori- 
ties, do not worry about how you will defend yourselves or 
what you will say, for God will teach you at that time what you 
should say.

And without faith it is impossible to please God, because any- 
one who comes to Him must believe that He exists and that He 
rewards those who earnestly seek Him.

He is like a man building a house, who dug down 
deep and laid the foundation on rock. When a flood came, the 
torrent struck that house but could not shake it, because it 
was well built. But the one who hears my words and does not 
put them into practice is like a man who built a house on the 


ground without a foundation. The moment the torrent struck 
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that house, it collapsed and its destruction was complete." 
(Luke, 6:46-49) 


But if anyone obeys his [Jesus'] word, God's love is truly made 
complete in him. This is how we know we are in Him [living

Obey your leaders [for God's good pleasure] and submit to 
their authority. They keep watch over you... Obey them so that 
their work will be a joy... (Hebrews, 13:17) 


[Jesus:] "And everyone who has left houses or brothers or sis- 
ters or father or mother or children or fields for me [for God's 
good pleasure] will receive a hundred times as much and will 
inherit eternal life [in paradise]. But many who are first will 
be last, and many who are last will be first." (Matthew, 19:29- 
30) 


Join with others in following my example, [believe in God 


and His Prophet Jesus like me] brothers, and take note of 
those who live according to the pattern we gave you. (Philippi- 
ans, 3:17) 


[Jesus:] "I have set you an example that you should do as I 
have done for you." (John, 13:15) 


For the one whom God has sent speaks the words of God... 
(John, 3:34) 


[Jesus:] I tell you the truth, if anyone keeps my word, he will 
never see death [the life in hell] John, 8:51) 


When Jesus saw the crowd around him, he gave orders to cross 
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to the other side of the lake. Then a teacher of the law came to 


him and said, "Teacher, I will follow you wherever you go." 
(Matthew, 8:18-19) 


As Jesus went on from there, he saw a man named Matthew sit- 
ting at the tax collector's booth. "Follow me," he told him, and 
Matthew got up and followed him. (Matthew, 9:9) 


The Jews were amazed and asked, "How did this man get such 
learning without having studied?" Jesus answered, "My teach- 
ing is not my own. It comes from Him Who sent me. If any- 
one chooses to do God's will, he will find out whether my 
teaching comes from God or whether I speak on my own. He 
who speaks on his own does so to gain honor for himself, but 
he who works for the honor of the One [God] Who sent him is 
a man of truth; there is nothing false about him. (John, 7:15-18) 


To the Jews who had believed him, Jesus said, "If you hold to 
my teaching, you are really my disciples. Then you will know 
the truth, and the truth will set you free." John, 8:31-32) 


[Jesus:] "Don't believe me unless I carry out my God's work. 
But if I do it... believe the works..." (John, 10:37-38) 


Then Jesus cried out, "When a man believes in me, he does 
not believe in me only, but in the One [God] Who sent me... 
I have come into the world as a light [for the guidance of the 
world], so that no one who believes in me should stay in dark- 
ness. "As for the person who hears my words but does not 
keep them, I do not judge him. For I did not come to judge the 
world, but to save it. There is a Judge [God] for the one who 


rejects me and does not accept my words..." (John, 12:44-48) 
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«Pleasant Words from the Gospel 


As Jesus was walking beside the Sea of Galilee, he saw two 
brothers, Simon called Peter and his brother Andrew. They 
were casting a net into the lake, for they were fishermen. 
"Come, follow me," Jesus said, "and I will make you fishers of 
men.” At once they left their nets and followed him. Going on 
from there, he saw two other brothers, James son of Zebedee 
and his brother John. They were in a boat with their father 
Zebedee, preparing their nets. Jesus called them, and immedi- 
ately they left the boat and their father and followed him. 
(Matthew, 4:18-22) 


As Jesus was getting into the boat, the man who had been de- 
mon-possessed begged to go with him. Jesus did not let him, 
but said, "Go home to your family and tell them how much the 
Lord has done for you, and how He has had mercy on you." So 
the man went away and began to tell in the Decapolis how 
much Jesus had done for him [by God's will]. And all the peo- 
ple were amazed. (Mark, 5:18-20) 


He [Jesus] got into one of the boats, the one belonging to Si- 


mon, and asked him to put out a little from shore. Then he sat 
down and taught the people from the boat. When he had fin- 
ished speaking, he said to Simon, "Put out into deep water, and 
let down the nets for a catch." Simon answered, "Master, we've 
worked hard all night and haven't caught anything. But be- 
cause you say so, I will let down the nets." When they had 
done so, they caught such a large number of fish that their 
nets began to break. (Luke, 5:3-6) 


Jesus replied, "If anyone loves me, he will obey my teaching, 


my God will love him...He who does not love me will not obey 


my teaching. These words you hear are not my own; they be- 
long to God Who sent me. (John, 14:23-24) 


[Jesus:] "Whoever has my commands and obeys them, he is 


the one who loves me. He who loves me will be loved by my 
God, and I too will love him ..."

[Jesus:] I tell you the truth... whoever accepts me accepts the 
One Who [God] sent me." (John, 13:20) 


Jesus entered Jericho and was passing through. A man was 
there by the name of Zacchaeus; he was a chief tax collector and 
was wealthy. He wanted to see who Jesus was, but being a 
short man he could not, because of the crowd. So he ran ahead 
and climbed a sycamore-fig tree to see him, since Jesus was 
coming that way. When Jesus reached the spot, he looked up 
and said to him, "Zacchaeus, come down immediately. I must 
stay at your house today." So he came down at once and wel- 
comed him gladly.

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Then [Jesus] will say to those on his right, 'Come, you who are 
blessed by my God; take your inheritance, the kingdom [par- 
adise] prepared for you since the creation of the world. For I 
was hungry and you gave me something to eat, I was thirsty 
and you gave me something to drink, I was a stranger and you 
invited me in, I needed clothes and you clothed me, I was sick 
and you looked after me, I was in prison and you came to vis- 
it me.'... Then he will say to those on his left, ‘you who are 
cursed, into the eternal fire prepared... For I was hungry and 
you gave me nothing to eat, I was thirsty and you gave me 
nothing to drink, I was a stranger and you did not invite me 
in, I needed clothes and you did not clothe me, I was sick and 
in prison and you did not look after me.' (Matthew, 25:34-36; 
41-43) 


Belief in and Obedience to God's 
Commandments in His Holy Books 


... [believe everything that agrees with the Law [the revela- 
tion including God's commands] and that is written in the 
Prophets, and I have the same hope in God as these men, that 
there will be a resurrection of both the righteous and the 
wicked. So I strive always to keep my conscience clear before 
God... (Acts, 24:14-16) 


But he said to me, "Do not do it! I am a fellow servant with 
you and with your brothers the prophets and of all who 
keep the words of this book. Worship God!" (Revelation, 
22:9) 
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After John was put in prison, Jesus went into Galilee, pro- 
claiming the good news of God [God's commandments]. 
"The time has come," he said. "The kingdom of God [the 
promise of paradise] is near. Repent and believe the good 


news [God's commandments]!" (Mark, 1:14-15) 


That is why I am so eager to preach the Gospel also to you 
who are at Rome... the Gospel, because it is the power of 
God for the salvation of everyone who believes... For... a 
righteousness that is by faith from first to last, just as it is writ- 
ten: "The righteous will live by faith." (Romans, 1:15-17) 


[Jesus:] "Do not think that I have come to abolish the Law 
[God's previous commandment] or the Prophets; I have not 
come to abolish them but to fulfill them... Anyone who 
; breaks one of the least of these commandments and teaches 
others to do the same will be called least in the kingdom of 
heaven [in the hereafter], but whoever practices and teaches 
these commands will be called great in the kingdom of 
heaven [in the hereafter]." (Matthew, 5:17-19) 


Now, brothers, I want to remind you of the Gospel I 
preached to you, which you received and on which you have 
taken your stand. By this Gospel you are saved, if you hold 
firmly to the word I preached to you. (1 Corinthians, 15:1-2) 


Both of them were upright in the Sight of God, observing all 
the Lord's commandments and regulations blamelessly. 
(Luke, 1:6) 


... He [God] will punish those who do not know God and do 
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not obey the Gospel... They will be punished with everlasting 
destruction and shut out from the Presence of the Lord and 


from the majesty of His power. (2 Thessalonians, 1:8-9) 


Moses describes in this way the righteousness that is by the 
law [revealation including God's commandmens]: "The man 
who does these things will live by them [be rewarded in the 
hereafter with infinite paradise]." But the righteousness that 
is by faith says: "... The word is near you; it is in your mouth 


and in your heart. " (Romans, 10:5-8) 


If anybody thinks... spiritually gifted, let him acknowledge 
that what I am writing to you is the Lord's command. If he 
ignores this, he himself will be ignored. (1 Corinthians, 14:37- 
38) 


[Jesus:] "Then he called the crowd to him along with his disci- 
ples and said: "If anyone would come after me, he must... fol- 
low me. For whoever wants to save his life will lose it, but 
whoever loses his life [for God's good pleasure] for me and 
for the Gospel will save it." (Mark, 8:34-35) 


Peter said to him, "We have left everything to follow you!" "I 


tell you the truth," Jesus replied, " [For God's good pleasure] 


no one who has left home or brothers or sisters or mother or 
father or children or fields for me and the Gospel will fail to 
receive a hundred times as much in this present age [homes, 
brothers, sisters, mothers, children and fields—and with 
them, persecutions] and in the age to come, eternal life [par- 
adise]. (Mark, 10:28-30) 
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But not all the Israelites accepted the good news [God's com- 
mandments]. For Isaiah says, "Lord, who has believed our 


message?” Consequently, faith comes from hearing the mes- 


sage, and the message is heard through the word of Christ. 


But I ask: Did they not hear? Of course they did: "Their voice 
has gone out into all the earth, their words to the ends of the 
world." (Romans, 10:16-18) 


Blessed is he who keeps the words of the prophecy in this 
book. (Revelation, 22:7) 


Blessed is the one who reads the words of this 

prophecy, and blessed are those who hear

Hearing that Jesus had silenced the Sadducees, the Pharisees 
got together. One of them... tested him [Jesus] with this ques- 
tion: "Teacher, which is the greatest commandment in the Law 
[among God's commandments]?" Jesus replied: Love the 
Lord your God with all your heart and with all your soul and 
with all your mind.' This is the first and greatest command- 
ment." (Matthew, 22:34-38) 


Submit yourselves, then, to God. Resist the devil, and he will 
flee from you.

Serve 
willingly, as if you were serving the Lord and not merely peo- 
ple, because you know that everyone will receive a reward 
from the Lord for whatever good he has done, whether he is a 


slave or free. (Ephesians, 6:6-8) 


So that your faith would not be based on human wisdom but 


on God's power. (1 Corinthians, 2:5) 


But the ones on the good soil are the people who hear the word 
but also hold on to it with good and honest hearts, producing 
a crop through endurance." (Luke, 8:15) 


When he [Barnabas] arrived [to Antioch], he rejoiced to see 


what the grace of God had done, and with hearty determina- 


tion he kept encouraging all of them to remain faithful to the

Nearness and Devotion to and Genuine

Never be lacking in zeal, but keep your spiritual fervor, serv- 
ing the Lord.

Consider it pure joy, my brothers, whenever you face trials of 
many kinds, because you know that the testing of your faith 
develops perseverance. Perseverance must finish its work so 
that you may be mature and complete, not lacking anything. 
(James, 1:2-4) 


For in my inner being I delight in God's law [God's com- 


mandments]. (Romans, 7:22) 


Therefore, my dear brothers, stand firm. Let nothing move you. 
Always give yourselves fully to the work of the Lord, because 
you know that your labor in the Lord [in the service you make 
on God's path] is not in vain. (1 Corinthians, 15:58) 


Who through faith are shielded by God's power until the com- 
ing of the salvation that is ready to be revealed in the last time. 
In this you greatly rejoice, though now for a little while you 
may have had to suffer grief in all kinds of trials. These have 
come so that your faith of greater worth than gold, which per- 
ishes even though refined by fire may be proved genuine and 
may result in praise, glory and honor when Jesus Christ is re- 


vealed. Though you have not seen him, you love him [for God's 


approval]; and even though you do not see him now, you believe

Make sure that nobody pays back wrong for wrong, but always 
try to be kind to each other and to everyone else.

Yet when I preach the Gospel, I cannot boast, for Iam compelled 
to preach. Woe to me if I do not preach the Gospel! If I preach 
voluntarily, I have a reward; if not voluntarily, I am simply dis- 
charging the trust committed to me. What then is my reward? 
Just this: that in preaching the Gospel I may offer it free of 
charge... (1 Corinthians, 9:16-18) 


For now we really live, since you are standing firm in the Lord... 
all the joy we have in the Presence of our God... (1 Thessaloni-

"Blessed are you when people insult you, persecute you and 
falsely say all kinds of evil against you because of me. Rejoice 
and be glad, because great is your reward in heaven [in the here- 
after], for in the same way they persecuted the prophets who 
were before you." (Matthew, 5:11-12) 


[Jesus:] "The kingdom of heaven [paradise] is like treasure hid- 
den in a field. When a man found it, he hid it again, and then in 
his joy went and sold all he had and bought that field." 
(Matthew, 13:44) 


How blessed is this woman for believing that what was spoken 
to her by the Lord would be fulfilled!" And Mary said: "My soul 
glorifies the Lord and my spirit rejoices in God, for He has been 
mindful of the humble state of His servant.

David said... : "I saw the Lord 
always before me [I always 
felt God's help]. Because He

be shaken. Therefore my heart is glad and my tongue rejoices; 
my body also will live in hope... You have made known to me 
the paths of life; you will fill me with joy in your presence. (Acts, 
2:25-28) 


Every day they continued to meet together in the temple courts. 
They broke bread in their homes and ate together with glad and 
sincere hearts, praising God and enjoying the favor of all the 
people. And the Lord added to their number daily those who 
were being saved [the ones who were guided to the true path]. 
(Acts, 2:46-47) 


For the kingdom of God [paradise], is not a matter of eating and 
drinking, but of righteousness, peace and joy in the God's Spir- 
it, because anyone who serves Christ [to earn God's good plea- 
sure] in this way is pleasing to God and approved by men. (Ro- 
mans, 14:17-18) 


May the God of hope fill you with all joy and peace as you trust 
in Him, so that you may overflow with hope... (Romans, 15:13) 


I have told you this so that my joy may be in you and that your 
joy may be complete. My command [for God's good pleasure] is 


this: Love each other as I have loved you... You are my friends [for 
God's sake] if you do what I command. (John, 15:11-14) 


... "[By His mercy] God has shown kindness by giving you rain 
from heaven and crops in their seasons; He provides you with 
plenty of food and fills your hearts with joy." (Acts, 14:16-17) 


It has given me great joy to find some of your children walk- 


ing in the truth, just as God commanded us. (2 John 1:4) 


But you, man of God, flee from all this, and pursue righteous- 
ness, godliness, faith, love, endurance and gentleness. Fight 
the good fight of the faith. Take hold of the eternal life [the 
promise of paradise] to which you were called when you made 
your good confession in the presence of many witnesses. (1 
Timothy, 6:11-12) 


They must keep hold of the deep truths of the faith with a 


clear conscience (1 Timothy, 3:9) 


So then, my brothers, keep on rejoicing in the Lord... (Philip-

And so, my dear friends... continue to work out your salvation 
with fear and trembling. (Philippians, 2:12) 


For this very reason, you must make every effort to supple- 
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ment your faith with moral character, your moral character 
with knowledge, your knowledge with self-control, your self- 
control with endurance, your endurance with godliness, your 
godliness with brotherly kindness, and your brotherly kind- 
ness with love. (2 Peter, 1:5-7) 


... If there is any compassion and sympathy, then fill me with 
joy by having the same attitude, sharing the same love, being 
united in spirit, and keeping one purpose in mind. (Philippi- 
ans, 2:1-2) 


So then, encourage one another and build each other up, as 


you are doing. (1 Thessalonians, 5:11) 


In the same way, you also should rejoice and share your joy 


with me. (Philippians, 2:18) 


See what great earnestness godly sorrow [difficulties you face 
on God's path] has produced in you! How ready you are to 
clear yourselves... how alarmed, how full of longing and en- 


thusiasm... (2 Corinthians, 7:11) 


But we want each of you to continue to be diligent to the very 
end, in order to give full assurance to your hope. Then, instead 


of being lazy, you will imitate those who are inheriting the 


promises through faith and patience. (Hebrews, 6:11-12), 


Soundness and Depth of Faith 
According to the Gospel 


If you continue in your faith, established and firm, not moved 
from the hope held out in the Gospel... (Colossians, 1:23) 


My message and my preaching were not with wise and per- 
suasive words, but with a demonstration of the [God's] Spirit's 
power, so that your faith might not rest on men's wisdom, but 


on God's power. (1 Corinthians, 2:4-5) 


Therefore since we have... Jesus... let us hold firmly to the 


faith we profess. (Hebrews, 4:14) 


This is the victory that has overcome the world, even our 
faith. (1 John, 5:4) 


Then he told them many things in parables, saying: "A farmer 
went out to sow his seed. As he was scattering the seed, some 
fell along the path, and the birds came and ate it up. Some fell 
on rocky places, where it did not have much soil. It sprang up 
quickly, because the soil was shallow. But when the sun came 
up, the plants were scorched, and they withered because they 
had no root. Other seed fell among thorns, which grew up and 
choked the plants. Still other seed fell on good soil, where it 
produced a crop—a hundred, sixty or thirty times what was 
sown. He who has ears, let him hear... Listen then to what the 
parable of the sower means: When anyone hears the message 
about the kingdom [paradise] and does not understand it, the 
evil one comes and snatches away what was sown in his heart. 
This is the seed sown along the path. The one who received the 


seed that fell on rocky places is the man who hears the word 
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and at once receives it with joy. But since he has no root, he 
lasts only a short time. When trouble or persecution comes be- 
cause of the word [because of obeying God's commandments], 
he quickly falls away. The one who received the seed that fell 
among the thorns is the man who hears the word, but the wor- 
ries of this life and the deceitfulness of wealth choke it, making 
it unfruitful. But the one who received the seed that fell on 
good soil is the man who hears the word and understands it. 
He produces a crop, yielding a hundred, sixty or thirty times 
what was sown." (Matthew, 13:3-9; 18-23) 


... Not that we lord it over your faith, but we work with you for 
your joy, because it is by faith you stand firm. (2 Corinthians, 
1:24) 


If any of you lacks wisdom, he should ask God, who gives gen- 
erously to all... and it will be given to him. But when he asks, 
he must believe and not doubt, because he who doubts is like 
a wave of the sea, blown and tossed by the wind. That man 
should not think he will receive anything from the Lord; he is 


a double-minded man, unstable in all he does. (James, 1:5-8) 


... Jesus:] "... Only hold on to what you have [your faith] un- 
til I come." (Revelation, 2:24-25) 


Therefore, my dear brothers, stand firm. Let nothing move 


you. Always give yourselves fully to the work of the Lord, be- 
cause you know that your labor in the Lord is not in vain. (1 
Corithians 15:58) 


But you, dear friends, build yourselves up in your most holy 
faith and pray... Keep yourselves in God's love... to bring you 
to eternal life. Jude, 1:20-21)

eousness that comes by faith. By faith Abraham, when called to 
go to a place he would later receive as his inheritance, obeyed 


and went, even though he did not know where he was going. 
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By faith he made his home in the promised land like a stranger 
in a foreign country; he lived in tents, as did Isaac and Jacob, 
who were heirs with him of the same promise. For he was look- 
ing forward to the city with foundations, whose architect and 
builder is God. By faith Abraham, even though he was past 
age—and Sarah herself was barren—was enabled to become a 
father because he considered Him faithful who had made the 
promise. And so from this one man, and he as good as dead, 
came descendants as numerous as the stars in the sky and as 
countless as the sand on the seashore. All these people were 
still living by faith when they died. They did not receive the 
things promised; they only saw them and welcomed them from 
a distance. And they admitted that they were aliens and 
strangers on earth.

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Not to Murder 


This is the message you heard from the beginning: We should 
love one another. Do not be like Cain, who belonged to the 
evil one and murdered his brother. And why did he murder 
him? Because his own actions were evil and his brother's 
were righteous... and you know that no murderer has eternal 
life [paradise] in him. (1 John, 3:11-15) 


You have heard that it was said to the people long ago, "Do 
not murder, and anyone who murders will be subject to judg- 
ment." (Matthew, 5:21) 


"Why do you call me good?" Jesus answered. "No one is 
good—except God alone. You know the commandments: 'Do 


not murder, do not commit adultery, do not steal, do not give 


false testimony, do not defraud, honor your father and moth- 
er."" (Mark, 10:18-19, Luke 18:19-20) 


The commandments, "Do not commit adultery," "Do not mur- 
der," "Do not steal," "Do not covet," and whatever other com- 
mandment there may be, are summed up in this one rule: 


"Love your neighbor as yourself." (Romans, 13:9) 


For whoever keeps the whole law and yet stumbles at just one 


point is guilty of breaking all of it. For he who said, "Do not 
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commit adultery,” also said, "Do not murder." If you do not 
commit adultery but do commit murder, you have become a 
lawbreaker. (James, 2:10-11) 


... These make a man 'unclean.' For out of the heart come evil 


thoughts, murder, adultery, sexual immorality, theft, false tes- 


timony, slander. These are what make a man ‘unclean.' (Matt- 
hew, 15:18-20) 


He [Jesus] went on: "What comes out of a man is what makes 
him ‘unclean.' For from within, out of men's hearts, come evil 
thoughts, sexual immorality, theft, murder, adultery, greed, 
malice, deceit, lewdness, envy, slander, arrogance and folly. 
All these evils come from inside and make a man ‘unclean.’ 
(Mark, 7:20-23) 


Nor did they repent of their murders, their magic arts, their 


sexual immorality or their thefts. (Revelation, 9:21) 


Furthermore, since they did not think it worthwhile to retain 
the knowledge of God [God is beyond that], He gave them over 
to a depraved mind. They have become filled with every kind 
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of wickedness, evil, greed and depravity. They are full of en- 
vy, murder, strife, deceit and malice. They are gossips, slan- 
derers, hateful to God [God is beyond that], insolent, arrogant 
and boastful; they invent ways of doing evil; they disobey their 
parents; they are senseless, faithless, heartless, ruthless. Al- 
though they know God's righteous decree that those who do 
such things deserve death [hell], they not only continue to do 
1 these very things but also approve of those who practice 
7 them. (Romans, 1:28-32) 


What causes fights and quarrels among you? Don't they come 
from your desires that battle within you?

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Not to Steal 


He who has been stealing must steal no longer, but must 
work, doing something useful with his own hands, that he may 


have something to share with those in need. (Ephesians, 4:28) 


[Jesus:] "You know the commandments: 'Do not commit adul- 
tery, do not murder, do not steal, do not give false testimony, 
honor your father and mother." "All these I have kept since I 
was a boy," he said. (Luke, 18:20-21; Matthew 19:17-19) 


"Why do you ask me about what is good?" Jesus replied. "There 
is only One who is good. If you want to enter life, obey the 
commandments." "Which ones?" the man inquired. Jesus 
replied, " "Do not murder, do not commit adultery, do not steal, 
do not give false testimony, honor your father and mother,’ and 
‘love your neighbor as yourself." "All these I have kept," the 
young man said. (Matthew, 19:17-19) 


The commandments, "Do not commit adultery,” "Do not mur- 
der," "Do not steal," "Do not covet," and whatever other com- 
mandment there may be, are summed up in this one rule: 


"Love your neighbor as yourself." (Romans, 13:9-10) 


If you suffer, it should not be as a murderer or thief or any 
other kind of criminal, or even as a meddler. However, if you 
suffer as a Christian, do not be ashamed, but praise God that 
you bear that name. (1 Peter, 4:15-16) 


If you are convinced that you are a guide for the blind, a light 
for those who are in the dark, an instructor of the foolish, a 


teacher of infants, because you have in the law the embodiment 
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of knowledge and truth you, then, who teach others, do you 
not teach yourself? You who preach against stealing, do you 
steal? (Romans, 2:19-21) 


Nor did they repent of their murders, their magic arts, their 


sexual immorality or their thefts. (Revelation, 9:21) 


[Jesus:] "You know the commandments: 'Do not murder, do not 
commit adultery, do not steal, do not give false testimony, do 
not defraud, honor your father and mother." (Mark, 10:19) 


Not to Engage in Prostitution 
and Adultery 


Marriage should be honored by all... and... kept pure, for God 
will judge the adulterer and all the sexually immoral. (He- 
brews, 13:4) 


You know the commandments: 'Do not murder, do not commit 
adultery, do not steal, do not give false testimony, do not de- 


fraud, honor your father and mother.’ (Mark, 10:19) 


You have heard that it was said, 'Do not commit adultery.' 
(Matthew, 5:27) 


It is God's will that you should be sanctified, that you should 
avoid sexual immorality. (1 Thessalonians, 4:3) 


Lest there [be] any fornicator, or profane person. (Hebrews, 
12:16) 
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In a similar way, Sodom and Gomorrah and the surrounding 
towns gave themselves up to sexual immorality and perver- 
sion. They serve as an example of those who suffer the pun- 


ishment of eternal fire. (Jude, 1:7) 


But among you there must not be even a hint of sexual im- 
morality, or of any kind of impurity, or of greed, because 
these are improper for God's holy people [who devote them- 
selves to God].

day, was tormented in his righteous soul by the lawless 
deeds he saw and heard) if this is so, then the Lord knows how 
to rescue godly men from trials and to hold the unrighteous 
for the day of judgment, while continuing their punishment.

Not to Drink Wine 


Therefore do not be foolish, but understand what the Lord's 
will is. Do not get drunk on wine, which leads to debauchery. 
Instead, be filled with the Spirit of God [faith in God]. Speak to 
one another with psalms, hymns and spiritual songs. Sing and 
make music in your heart to the Lord, always giving thanks to 
God... for everything... Submit to one another out of reverence 
for Christ.

Here is a trustworthy saying: If anyone sets his heart on being 
an overseer, he desires a noble task. Now the overseer must be 
above reproach... temperate, self-controlled, respectable, hos- 
pitable, able to teach, not given to drunkenness, not violent 
but gentle, not quarrelsome, not a lover of money. (1 Timo- 
thy, 3:1-3) 


An elder must be blameless... a man whose children 


believe and are not open to the charge of be- 


4 ing wild and disobedient. Since an overseer is entrusted with 

" God's work, he must be blameless—not overbearing, not 
quick-tempered, not given to drunkenness, not violent, not 

5 pursuing dishonest gain. Rather he must be hospitable, 

one who loves what is good, who is self-controlled, up- 

right, holy and disciplined. (Titus, 1:6-8)

Those who op- 
pose him he must gently instruct, in the hope that God will 
grant them repentance leading them to a knowledge of the 
truth, and that they will come to their senses and escape from 
the trap of the devil, who has taken them captive to do his will.

In the same way, I tell you, there is rejoicing in the 
presence of the angels of God over one sinner 
who repents.

... Not laying again the foundation of repentance 
from acts that lead to death [that leads to the tor- 
ments of hell], and of faith in God... the laying on 
of hands, the resurrection of the dead, and eternal 
judgment.

So when you give to the needy, do not announce it with 
trumpets, as the hypocrites do... to be honored by men. | tell 
you the truth, they have received their reward in full. But 
when you give to the needy, do not let your left hand know 
what your right hand is doing, so that your giving may be in 
secret.

And when you pray, do not be like the hypocrites, for they 
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love to pray standing... on the street corners to be seen by 
men. | tell you the truth, they have received their reward in 
full.

Then Jesus said to the crowds and to his disciples: "... So you 
must obey them and do everything they tell you. But do not do 
what they do, for they do not practice what they preach. They 
tie up heavy loads and put them on men's shoulders, but they 
themselves are not willing to lift a finger to move them. "Every- 


thing they do is done for men to see..." (Matthew, 23:1-5) 


[Jesus:] "Woe to you... you hypocrites! You are like white- 
washed tombs, which look beautiful on the outside but on the 
inside are full of dead men's bones and everything unclean. In 
the same way, on the outside you appear to people as right- 
eous but on the inside you are full of hypocrisy and wicked- 
ness. (Matthew, 23:27-28) 


When you fast, do not look somber as the hypocrites do, for 


they disfigure their faces to show men they are fasting... 
(Matthew, 6:16) 


They devour widows' houses and for a show make lengthy 
prayers. Such men will be punished most severely. (Mark, 
12:40; Luke 20:47) 


Then Jesus said to his host, "... But when you give a banquet, 
invite the poor, the crippled, the lame, the blind, and you will 
be blessed. Although they cannot repay you, you will be re- 
paid at the resurrection of the righteous." When one of those 
at the table with him heard this, he said to Jesus, "Blessed is the 
man who will eat at the feast in the kingdom of God [par- 
adise]." (Luke, 14:12-15) 
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Cleansing the Lower Self, Abstaining 
from Self-Centered Passions 
of the Lower Self 


The acts of the sinful nature are obvious: sexual immorality, 
impurity and debauchery; idolatry and witchcraft; hatred, 
discord, jealousy, fits of rage, selfish ambition, dissensions, 
factions and envy; drunkenness, orgies, and the like. I warn 
you, as I did before, that those who live like this will not in- 
herit the kingdom of God [paradise]. But the fruit of the Spir- 
it [that is Divine] is love, joy, peace, patience, kindness, good- 
ness, faithfulness, gentleness and self-control. Against such 


things there is no law. (Galatians, 5:19-23) 


In order that the righteous requirements of the law [God's com- 
mandments] might be fully met in us, who do not live accord- 
ing to the sinful nature but according to the Spirit of God [the 
approval of God]. Those who live according to the sinful nature 
have their minds set on what that nature desires; but those who 
live in accordance with the Spirit of God [approval of God] 
have their minds set on what the nature desires. The mind of 
sinful man is death [the torment of hell], but the mind con- 
trolled by the Spirit [God] is life and peace; the sinful mind 
is hostile to. It does not submit to God's law, nor can it do so. 
Those controlled by the sinful nature cannot please God. (Ro- 


mans, 8:4-8) 


Surely you heard of him [Jesus] and were taught in him in ac- 
cordance with the truth... You were taught, with regard to 
your former way of life, to put off your old self, which is be- 
ing corrupted by its deceitful desires; to be made new in the 
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attitude of your minds; and to put on the new self... in true right- 


eousness and holiness. (Ephesians, 4:21-24) 


So I say, live by the God's Spirit, and you will never fulfill the de- 
sires of the flesh. (Galatians, 5:16) 


Put to death, therefore, whatever belongs to your earthly nature: 
sexual immorality, impurity, lust, evil desires and greed, which 
is idolatry. Because of these, the wrath of God is coming. You used 
to walk in these ways, in the life you once lived. But now you must 
rid yourselves of all such things as these: anger, rage, malice, slan- 
der, and filthy language from your lips. Do not lie to each other, 
since you have taken off your old self with its practices... (Colos- 
sians, 3:5-10) 


For if you live according to the sinful nature, you will die [go to 
: hell]; but if by the Spirit of God [for the approval of God] you 
tc“ y & putto death the misdeeds of the body, you will live [go to 
paradise]. (Romans, 8:13) 


For when we were controlled by the sinful na-

Through these He [God] has given us His very great and = =e ei 
precious promises, so that through them you... escape the 
corruption in the world caused by evil desires. For this very * 
reason, make every effort to add to your faith goodness; and to 
goodness, knowledge; and to knowledge, self-control; and to self- 
control, perseverance; and to perseverance, godliness; and to god- 
liness, brotherly kindness; and to brotherly kindness, love. (2 Pe- 


ter, 1:4-7) 


These men are springs without water and mists driven by a 
storm. Blackest darkness is reserved for them. For they mouth 
empty, boastful words and, by appealing to the lustful desires 
of sinful human nature, they entice people who are just escap- 
ing from those who live in error. They promise them freedom, 
while they themselves are slaves of depravity—for a man is a 


slave to whatever has mastered him. (2 Peter, 2:17-19) 


As obedient children, do not conform to the evil desires you had 


when you lived in ignorance. But just as He Who called you is 
holy, so be holy in all you do... (1 Peter, 1:14-15) 


Dear friends, I urge you, as aliens and strangers in the world, 
to abstain from sinful desires, which war against your soul. 
Live such good lives among the pagans that, though they ac- 
cuse you of doing wrong, they may see your good deeds and 
glorify God on the day He visits us. (1 Peter, 2:11-12) 


The night is nearly over; the day is almost here. So let us put 
aside the deeds of darkness and put on the armor of light [spir- 
itual armors]. Let us behave decently, as in the daytime, not in 
orgies and drunkenness, not in sexual immorality and de- 
bauchery, not in dissension and jealousy... [Do] not think 
about how to gratify the desires of the sinful nature. (Ro- 
mans, 13:12-14) 


People who want to get rich fall into temptation and a trap 
and into many foolish and harmful desires that plunge men 
into ruin and destruction. For the love of money is a root of all 
kinds of evil. Some people, eager for money, have wandered 
from the faith and pierced themselves with many griefs. (1 
Timothy, 6:9-10) 


Many will follow their shameful ways and will bring the way 
of truth into disrepute. In their greed these will exploit you 
with stories they have made up. Their condemnation has long 
been hanging over them, and their destruction has not been 
sleeping. (2 Peter, 2:2-3) 


As for you, you were dead in your transgressions and sins, in 


which you used to live when you followed the ways of this 
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world... All of us also lived among them at one time, gratify- 
ing the cravings of our sinful nature and following its de- 
sires and thoughts. Like the rest, we were by nature objects of 
wrath. (Ephesians, 2:1-3) 


If this is so, then the Lord knows how to rescue godly men 
from trials and to hold the unrighteous for the day of judg- 
ment, while continuing their punishment. This is especially 
true of those who follow the corrupt desire of the sinful na- 
ture and despise authority. Bold and arrogant, these men are 
not afraid to slander celestial beings... But these men blas- 
pheme in matters they do not understand. They are like brute 
beasts, creatures of instinct, born only to be caught and de- 
stroyed, and like beasts they too will perish. They will be paid 
back with harm for the harm they have done. Their idea of 
pleasure is to carouse in broad daylight. They are blots and 
blemishes, reveling in their pleasures while they feast with 
you. With eyes full of adultery, they never stop sinning; they 
seduce the unstable; they are experts in greed—an accursed 
brood! (2 Peter, 2:9-14) 


Doing Good Works and Competing 
to Do Good 


You, my brothers, were called to be free. But do not use your 
freedom to indulge the sinful nature [to abide by your lower- 
self]; rather, serve one another in love. (Galatians, 5:13) 


Serve wholeheartedly, as if you were serving the Lord [for 


God's good pleasure], not men, because you know that the 


Pleasant Words from the Gospel 


Lord will reward everyone for whatever good he does, 
whether he is slave or free. (Ephesians, 6:7-8) 


[Jesus:] "Whoever serves me [for God's good pleasure] must 
follow me; and where I am, my servant also will be. God will 


honor the one who serves me." (John, 12:26) 


Each one should use whatever gift he has received to serve oth- 
ers, faithfully administering God's grace in its various forms. 
If anyone speaks, he should do it as one speaking the very 
words of God. If anyone serves, he should do it with the 
strength God provides, so that in all things God may be 
praised... (1 Peter, 4:10-11) 


Jesus said to them, "The kings of the Gentiles lord it over them; 


and those who exercise authority over them call themselves 


benefactors. But you are not to be like that. Instead, the great- 


est among you should be like the youngest, and the one who 
rules like the one who serves." (Luke, 22:25-26) 


This service that you perform is not only supplying the needs 


of God's people [those who devote themselves to God] but is 


also overflowing in many expressions of thanks to God. Be- 
cause of the service by which you have proved yourselves, 


men will praise God for the obedience that accompanies your 


confession of the Gospel of Christ, and for your generosity in 


sharing with them and with everyone else. (2 Corinthians, 9:12- 
13) 


Do you not know that in a race all the runners run, but only 
one gets the prize? Run in such a way as to get the prize. 
Everyone who competes in the games goes into strict training. 
They do it to get a crown that will not last; but we do it to get a 
crown that will last forever. Therefore I do not run like a man 


running aimlessly... (1 Corinthians, 9:24-27) 


Religion that God... accepts as pure and faultless is this: to 
look after orphans and widows in their distress and to keep 


oneself from being polluted by the world. (James, 1:27) 


In reply Jesus said: "A man was going down from Jerusalem to 
Jericho, when he fell into the hands of robbers. They stripped 
him of his clothes, beat him and went away, leaving him half 
dead... But a Samaritan... came where the man was... Then he 
put the man on his own donkey, took him to an inn and took 
care of him. The next day he took out two silver coins and 
gave them to the innkeeper. 'Look after him,’ he said, 'and 
when I return, I will reimburse you for any extra expense you 
may have.’ "Which of these three do you think was a neighbor 
to the man who fell into the hands of robbers?" The expert in 
the law [religious scholar] replied, "The one who had mercy 
on him." Jesus told him, "Go and do likewise." (Luke, 10:30- 
37) 


In Joppa there was a disciple named Tabitha (which, when 
translated, is Dorcas), who was always doing good and help- 
ing the poor. (Acts, 9:36) 


The disciples, each according to his ability, decided to provide 
help for the brothers living in Judea. This they did, sending 
their gift to the elders by Barnabas and Saul. (Acts, 11:29-30) 


In Galilee these women had followed him and cared for his 
needs... (Mark, 15:41) 


You yourselves know that these hands of mine have sup- 
plied my own needs and the needs of my companions. (Acts, 
20:34) 


Because anyone who serves Christ [for God's good 


pleausure] in this way is pleasing to God and approved by 


men. (Romans, 14:18) 
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Therefore I glory in Christ Jesus [as a person devoted to Jesus 
for God's good pleasure] in my service to God. (Romans, 15:17) 


Be devoted to one another in brotherly love. Honor one anoth- 
er above yourselves. Never be lacking in zeal... serving the 
Lord. Be joyful in hope, patient in affliction, faithful in prayer. 
Share with God's people [those who devote themselves to 
God] who are in need. Practice hospitality. (Romans, 12:10-14) 


Now, however, I am on my way to Jerusalem in the service of 


the saints [those who devote themselves to God] there. For 
Macedonia and Achaia were pleased to make a contribution 
for the poor among the saints in Jerusalem... So after I have 
completed this task and have made sure that they have re- 
ceived this fruit, I will go to Spain and visit you on the way... 
(Romans, 15:25-29) 


[A widow]... is well known for her good deeds... helping 
those in trouble and devoting herself to all kinds of good 
deeds... (1 Timothy, 5:10) 


If any woman who is a believer has widows in her family, she 
should help them and not let the church be burdened with 
them, so that the church can help those widows who are really 
in need. (1 Timothy, 5:16) 


The poor you will always have with you, and you can help 
them any time you want. But you will not always have me. 
(Mark, 14:7) 


Selling their possessions and goods, they gave to anyone as 
he had need. (Acts, 2:45) 
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There were no needy persons among them. For from time to 
time those who owned lands or houses sold them, brought 
the money from the sales and bring the money to the apos- 
tles, and it was distributed to anyone as he had need. (Acts, 
4:34-35) 


What good is it, my brothers, if a man claims to have faith but 
has no deeds? Can such faith save him? Suppose a brother or 
sister is without clothes and daily food. If one of you says to 
him, "Go, I wish you well; keep warm and well fed," but does 
nothing about his physical needs, what good is it?... You see 
that his [Abraham's] faith and his actions were working to- 
gether, and his faith was made complete by what he 
did. (James, 2:14-22) 


Do not work for food that spoils, but for food that endures to 
eternal life... ohn, 6:27) 


... These women were helping to support them [Jesus and his 


disciples] out of their own means. (Luke, 8:3) 


Our people must learn to devote themselves to doing what is 
good, in order that they may provide for daily necessities and 
not live unproductive lives. (Titus, 3:14) 


Greet Tryphena and Tryphosa, those women who work hard 
in the Lord [on God's path]. Greet my dear friend Persis, an- 
other woman who has worked very hard in the Lord [on 
God's path]. (Romans, 16:12) 


You know that the household of Stephanas were the first con- 


verts in Achaia, and they have devoted themselves to the ser- 
vice of the saints [those who devote themselves to God]. I 
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urge you, brothers, to submit to such as these and to everyone 
who joins in the work, and labors at it. (1 Corinthians, 16:15-16) 


And we are sending along with him the brother who is praised 
by all the churches for his service to the Gospel. What is more, 
he was chosen by the churches to accompany us as we carry the 
offering, which we administer in order to honor the Lord 
Himself and to show our eagerness to help. (2 Corinthians, 
8:18-19) 


You know that Timothy has proved himself.. He has served 


with me in the work of the Gospel. (Philippians, 2:22) 


Those who have believing masters are not to show less re- 
spect for them because they are brothers. Instead, they are to 
serve them even better, because those who benefit from their 
service are believers, and dear to them. These are the things 


you are to teach and urge on them. (1 Timothy, 6:2) 


... On the contrary, when he was in Rome, he searched hard for 
me until he found me. May the Lord grant that he will find 
mercy from the Lord on that day! You know very well in how 
many ways he helped me in Ephesus. (2 Timothy, 1:16-18) 


.. So that any favor you do will be spontaneous and not 
forced. (Philemon, 1:13-14) 


God... will not forget your work and the love you have shown 
Him as you have helped His people [those who devote them- 
selves to God] and continue to help them. We want each of you 
to show this same diligence to the very end, in order to make 
your hope sure. We do not want you to become lazy, but to im- 
itate those who through faith and patience inherit what has 


been promised. (Hebrews, 6:10-12) 
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I know your deeds, your love and faith, your service and per- 
severance, and that you are now doing more than you did at 
first. (Revelation, 2:19) 


Therefore, since through God's mercy we have this ministry, 
we do not lose heart. Rather, we have renounced secret and 
shameful ways; we do not use deception, nor do we distort the 
word of God. On the contrary, by setting forth the truth plain- 
ly we commend ourselves to every man's conscience in the 
Sight of God. (2 Corinthians, 4:1-2) 


He [Jesus] touched her hand and the fever left her, and she got 
up and began to serve for him [for God's good pleasure]. 
(Matthew, 8:15) 


For when David had served God's purpose in his own gener- 
ation, he fell asleep; he was buried with his fathers and his 
body decayed. (Acts, 13:36) 


Their purpose is to prepare God's people [who devote them- 
selves to God] to serve... (Ephesians, 4:12) 


Obeying God's Commandments at the 
Same Time as Advising Others 
to Heed Them 


Do not merely listen to the word, and so deceive yourselves. 


Do what it says. (James, 1:22) 


... The man who looks intently into the perfect law [God's com- 
mandments] that gives freedom, and continues to do this, not 
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forgetting what he has heard, but doing it—he will be 
blessed in what he does. (James, 1:25) 


... All who sin under the law [God's commandments] will be 
judged by the law. For it is not those who hear the law who 
are righteous in God's Sight, but it is those who obey the law 
who will be declared righteous. (Romans, 2:12-13) 


As it is, you boast and brag. All such boasting is evil. Anyone, 
then, who knows the good he ought to do and doesn't do it, 
sins. (James, 4:16-17) 


Respecting Devout Parents 


[Jesus:] "You know the commandments [of God]: "Do not mur- 
der, do not commit adultery, do not steal, do not give false tes- 
timony, do not defraud, honor your father and mother." 
(Mark, 10:19) 


[Jesus:] "... Honor your father and mother..." (Luke, 18:20; 
Matthew, 19:19) 


Children, obey your parents in the Lord [for the approval of 
God], for this is right. "Honor your father and mother'— 
which is the first commandment with a promise—"that it may 
go well with you and that you may enjoy long life on the earth." 
Fathers, do not exasperate your children; instead, bring them 
up in the training and instruction of the Lord. (Ephesians, 6:1- 
4) 


For Moses said, 'Honor your father and your mother"... (Mark, 
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To Be Humble and Avoid Arrogance 


Young men... All of you, clothe yourselves with humili- 
ty toward one another, because, "God opposes the proud 


but gives grace to the humble." (1 Peter, 5:5) 


Be completely humble and gentle; be patient, bearing 
with one another in love. (Ephesians, 4:2) 


The greatest among you will be your servant. For who- 
ever exalts himself will be humbled, and whoever hum- 
bles himself will be exalted. (Matthew, 23:11-12) 


Do nothing out of selfish ambition or vain conceit, but 
in humility consider others better than yourselves. 
(Philippians, 2:3) 


Jesus said to them, "The kings of the Gentiles lord it over 
them; and those who exercise authority over them call 
themselves benefactors. But you are not to be like that. 
Instead, the greatest among you should be like the 
youngest, and the one who rules like the one who serves. 
For who is greater, the one who is at the table or the one 
who serves? Is it not the one who is at the table? But Iam 
among you as one who serves. You are those who have 
stood by me in my trials. (Luke, 22:25-28) 
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Jesus called them together and said, "You know that the rulers 
of the Gentiles lord it over them, and their high officials exer- 
cise authority over them. Not so with you. Instead, whoever 
wants to become great among you must be your servant. 
(Matthew, 20:25-26) 


... "You know that those who are regarded as rulers of the Gen- 
tiles lord it over them, and their high officials exercise authori- 
ty over them. Not so with you. Instead, whoever wants to be- 
come great among you must be your servant, and whoever 
wants to be first must be slave of all. For even the Son of Man 
[Jesus] did not come to be served, but to serve..." (Mark, 10:41- 
45) 


At that time the disciples came to Jesus and 
asked, "Who is the greatest in the king- 
dom of heaven [in the hereafter]?" He 
called a little child and had him 

stand among them. And he said: 

"I tell you the truth, unless you 

change and become like Little 
children, you will never enter 

the kingdom of heaven [par- 

adise]. Therefore, whoever 

humbles himself like this 

child is the greatest in the 


kingdom of heaven [in the 
hereafter]. (Matthew, 18:1- 
4) 


... Jesus called the Twelve and 


said, "If anyone wants to be 
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first, he must be the 
very last, and the servant 
of all." (Mark, 9:35) 


"See that you do not look 
down on one of these little 
ones... (Matthew, 18:10-11) 


An argument started among the disci- 

ples as to which of them would be the greatest. 

Then he [Jesus] said to them, "... For he who is least among you 
all—he is the greatest." (Luke, 9:46-48) 


When he noticed how the guests picked the places of honor at 
the table, he told them this parable: "When someone invites 
you to a wedding feast, do not take the place of honor, for a 
person more distinguished than you may have been invited. If 
so, the host who invited both of you will come and say to you, 
‘Give this man your seat.’ Then, humiliated, you will have to 
take the least important place. But when you are invited, take 
the lowest place, so that when your host comes, he will say to 
you, ‘Friend, move up to a better place.’ Then you will be hon- 
ored in the presence of all your fellow guests. For everyone 
who exalts himself will be humbled, and he who humbles 
himself will be exalted." (Luke, 14:7-11) 


To some who were confident of their own righteousness and 
looked down on everybody else, Jesus told this parable: "... I 
tell you that... For everyone who exalts himself will be hum- 
bled, and he who humbles himself will be exalted." (Luke, 
18:9,14) 
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Live in harmony with one another. Do not be proud, but be 
willing to associate with people of low position. Do not be 
conceited. Do not repay anyone evil for evil. Be careful to do 
what is right in the eyes of everybody. If it is possible, as far as 
it depends on you, live at peace with everyone. (Romans, 12:16- 
18) 


.. "God opposes the proud but gives grace to the humble." 
Submit yourselves, then, to God. Resist the devil, and he will 


flee from you... (James, 4:6-8) 


[Jesus:] "Come to me, all you who are weary and burdened, 
and I will give you rest. Take my yoke upon you and learn 
from me, for I am gentle and humble in heart, and you will 
find rest for your souls. For my yoke is easy and my burden is 
light." (Matthew, 11:28-30) 


.. Knowledge puffs up, but love builds up. The man who 
thinks he knows something does not yet know as he ought to 
know... (1 Corinthians, 8:1-3) 


Humble yourselves before the Lord... (James, 4:10) 


Finally, all of you, live in harmony with one another; be sym- 
pathetic, love as brothers, be compassionate and humble. Do 
not repay evil with evil or insult with insult, but with blessing 
[being made holy], because to this you were called so that you 


may inherit a blessing. (1 Peter, 3:8-9) 


So you also, when you have done everything you were told to 
do, should say, 'We are unworthy servants; we have only done 
our duty.' " (Luke, 17:10) 
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Command those who are rich in this present world not to be 
arrogant nor to put their hope in wealth, which is so uncertain, 
but to put their hope in God, Who richly provides us with 
everything for our enjoyment. (1 Timothy, 6:17) 


Brothers, think of what you were when you were called. Not 
many of you were wise by human standards; not many were 
influential; not many were of noble birth. But God chose the 
foolish things of the world to shame the wise; God chose the 
weak things of the world to shame the strong. He chose the 
lowly things of this world and the despised things—and the 
things that are not—to nullify the things that are, so that no 
one may boast before Him... Therefore, as it is written: "Let him 
who boasts boast in the Lord." (1 Corinthians, 1:26-31) 


Your boasting is not good. Don't you know that a little yeast 
works through the whole batch of dough? Get rid of the old 
yeast that you may be a new batch without yeast... Therefore let 
us keep the Festival, not with the old yeast, the yeast of malice 
and wickedness, but with bread without yeast, the bread of sin- 
cerity and truth. (1 Corinthians, 5:6-8) 


Humble yourselves, therefore, under God's mighty hand 
[God's might, in the Presence of His power], that he may lift 
you up in due time. (1 Peter, 5:6) 


He said to them, "You are the ones who justify yourselves in the 
eyes of men, but God knows your hearts. What is highly val- 
ued among men is detestable in God's Sight. (Luke, 16:15) 


Love is patient, love is kind. It [loving for the approval of God, 
experiencing true love] does not envy, it does not boast, it is 


not proud. (1 Corinthians, 13:4) 
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If some of the branches have been broken off, and you, though a 
wild olive shoot, have been grafted in among the others and now 
share in the nourishing sap from the olive root, do not boast over 
those branches. If you do, consider this: You do not support the 
root, but the root supports you. You will say then, "Branches 
were broken off so that I could be grafted in." Granted. But they 
were broken off because of unbelief, and you stand by faith. Do 
not be arrogant, but be afraid [of God]. (Romans, 11:17-20) 


We do not dare to classify or compare ourselves with some who 
commend themselves. When they measure themselves by them- 
selves and compare themselves with themselves, they are not 
wise. We, however, will not boast beyond proper limits, but 
will confine our boasting to the field God has assigned to us, a 
field that reaches even to you. (2 Corinthians, 10:12-13) 


Even if I should choose to boast, I would not be a fool, because I 
would be speaking the truth. But I refrain, so no one will think 
more of me than is warranted by what I do or say. (2 Corinthi- 
ans, 12:6) 


Let us not become conceited, provoking and envying each oth- 
er. (Galatians, 5:26) 


Who is wise and understanding among you? Let him show it by 
his good life, by deeds done in the humility that comes from 
wisdom. But if you harbor bitter envy and selfish ambition in 
your hearts, do not boast about it or deny the truth... For where 
you have envy and selfish ambition, there you find disorder and 
every evil practice. But the wisdom that comes from heaven [in 
line with God's approval] is first of all pure; then peace-loving, 
considerate, submissive, full of mercy and good fruit, impartial 


and sincere. (James, 3:13-17) 


To Be Generous and Avoid Parsimony 


Command those who are rich in this present world not to be ar- 
rogant nor to put their hope in wealth, which is so uncertain, 
but to put their hope in God, who richly provides us with 
everything for our enjoyment. Command them to do good, to 
be rich in good deeds, and to be generous and willing to share. 
In this way they will lay up treasure for themselves as a firm 
foundation for the coming age, so that they may take hold of 
the life that is truly life [paradise]. (1 Timothy, 6:17-19) 


If it is encouraging, let him encourage; if it is contributing to 
the needs of others, let him give generously; if it is leadership, 
let him govern diligently; if it is showing mercy, let him do it 
cheerfully. (Romans, 12:8) 


So I will very gladly spend for you [for God's sake] every- 
thing I have and expend myself as well... (2 Corinthians, 
12:15) 


[Jesus:] "But I tell you who hear me:... If someone takes your 
cloak, do not stop him from taking your tunic. Give to every- 
one who asks you, and if anyone takes what belongs to you, 
do not demand it back. Do to others as you would have them 
do to you... And if you lend to those from whom you expect 
repayment, what credit is that to you? Even 'sinners' lend to 
‘sinners,’ expecting to be repaid in full. But love your enemies, 


do good to them, and lend to them without expecting to get 
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anything back. Then your reward will be great... (Luke, 6:27- 
35) 


You will be made rich in every way so that you can be gener- 
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ous on every occasion, and... your generosity will result in 
3 thanksgiving to God... Because of the service by which you 
have proved yourselves, men will praise God for the obedience 
that accompanies your confession of the Gospel of Christ, and 
for your generosity in sharing with them and with everyone 
else. (2 Corinthians, 9:11-13) 


So I thought it necessary to urge the brothers 
to visit you in advance and finish the 
arrangements for the generous gift you 

had promised (to give). Then it will 

be ready as a generous gift, not 

as one grudgingly given. Re- 

member this: Whoever sows 

sparingly will also reap 

sparingly, and whoever 

sows generously will al- 


so reap generously. 
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Each man should give what he has decided in his heart to give, 
not reluctantly or under compulsion, for God loves a cheerful 
giver. And God is able to make all grace abound to you, so that 
in all things at all times, having all that you need, you will 


abound in every good work. (2 Corinthians, 9:5-8) 


... Out of the most severe trial, their overflowing joy and their 
extreme poverty welled up in rich generosity. For I testify 
that they gave as much as they were able, and even beyond 
their ability. Entirely on their own, they urgently pleaded with 
us for the privilege of sharing in this service to the saints [who 
have devoted themselves to God]. (2 Corinthians, 8:1-4) 


.. The ground of a certain rich man produced a good crop. He 
thought to himself, ‘What shall I do? [have no place to store my 
crops.’

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Being Alert and Self-Controlled 
for God's Sake 


So then, let us not be like others, who are asleep, but let us be 
alert and self-controlled. For those who sleep, sleep at night... 
But since we belong to the day, let us be self-controlled, putting 
on faith and love as a breastplate, and the hope of salvation as 


a helmet. (1 Thessalonians, 5:6-8) 


Be self-controlled and alert. Your enemy the devil prowls 
around like a roaring lion looking for someone to devour.

... Jesus:] "Stay here and keep watch with me." (Matthew, 
26:38) 


Be very careful, then, how you live—not as unwise but as 
wise, making the most of every opportunity, because the days 
are evil. Therefore do not be foolish, but understand what the 
Lord's will is. (Ephesians, 5:15-17) 


Be on your guard; stand firm in the faith; be men of courage; 
be strong. Do everything in love. You know that the household 
of Stephanas were the first converts in Achaia, and they have 
devoted themselves to the service of the saints [who are devot- 


ed to God]. I urge you, brothers, to submit to such as these and 


to everyone who joins in the work, and labors at it. (1 Corinthi- 
ans 16:13-16) 


Be careful, or your hearts will be weighed down with dissi- 
pation, drunkenness and the anxieties of life, and that day 
[the day of judgment], will close on you unexpectedly like a 
trap. For it will come upon all those who live on the face of the 
whole earth. Be always on the watch, and pray that you may 
be able to escape all that is about to happen..." (Luke, 21:34-36) 


So watch yourselves. "If your brother sins, rebuke him, and if 
he repents, forgive him. If he sins against you seven times in a 
day, and seven times comes back to you and says, 'I repent,’ 
forgive him." (Luke, 17:3-4) 


Do not repay anyone evil for evil. Be careful to do what is right 
in the eyes of everybody. (Romans, 12:17) 


I urge you, brothers, to watch out for those who cause divi- 
sions and put obstacles in your way that are contrary to the 
teaching [God's commandments] you have learned. Keep away 


from them. (Romans, 16:17) 


Watch out that you do not lose what you have worked for, but 
that you may be rewarded fully. (2 John 1:8) 


Tell Archippus: "Take heed to the ministry which you have 
received in the Lord, that you fulfill it." (Colossians, 4:17) 


... Therefore, holy brothers... think carefully about Jesus 
whom we declare to be God's messenger and high priest. He 
was faithful to the One Who appointed him, just as Moses was 
faithful in all God's house... See to it, brothers, that none of you 
has a sinful, unbelieving heart that turns away from the liv- 
ing God [the Everlasting]. (Hebrews, 3:1-2, 12) 
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See to it that no one misses the grace of God and that no bit- 
ter root grows up to cause trouble and defile many. (Hebrews, 
12:15) 


Your eye is the lamp of your body. When your eyes are good, 
your whole body also is full of light. But when they are bad, 
your body also is full of darkness. See to it, then, that the light 
within you is not darkness. Therefore, if your whole body is 
full of light, and no part of it dark, it will be completely light- 
ed, as when the light of a lamp shines on you. (Luke, 11:34-36) 


Therefore keep watch. But understand this: If the owner of the 
house had known at what time of night the thief was coming, 
he would have kept watch and would not have let his house be 
broken into. So you also must be ready, because the son of 
man [Jesus] will come at an hour when you do not expect him. 
(Matthew, 24:42-44) 


By the grace God has given me, I laid a foundation as an expert 


builder, and someone else is building on it. But each one 


should be careful how he builds. For no one can lay any foun- 
dation other than the one already laid, which is Jesus Christ. If 
any man builds on this foundation using gold, silver, costly 
stones, wood, hay or straw, his work will be shown for what it 
is, because the Day will bring it to light. It will be revealed with 
fire, and the fire will test the quality of each man's work. (1 
Corinthians, 3:10-13) 


These things happened to them as examples and were written 
down as warnings for us, on whom the fulfillment of the ages 
has come. So, if you think you are standing firm, be careful 
that you don't fall! No temptation has seized you except what 
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is common to man. And God is faithful; He will not let you be 
tempted beyond what you can bear. But when you are tempt- 
ed, He will also provide a way out so that you can stand up un- 
der it. (1 Corinthians, 10:11-13) 


Even from your own number men will arise and distort the 
truth in order to draw away disciples after them. So be on your 
guard! Remember that for three years I never stopped warning 
each of you night and day... "Now I commit you to God and to 
the word of His grace [commandments possessed of God's rev- 
elation], which can build you up and give you an inheritance 
among all those who are sanctified. (Acts, 20:30-32) 


Therefore keep watch, because you do not know the day [the 
day of judgment] or the hour. (Matthew, 25:13) 


Then he returned to his disciples and found them sleeping. 
"Could you men not keep watch with me for one hour?" he 
asked Peter. "Watch and pray so that you will not fall into 
temptation. The spirit is willing, but the body is weak." 
(Matthew, 26:40-41; Mark 14:37-41) 


"Consider carefully what you hear," he [Jesus] continued. 


"With the measure you use, it will be measured to you—and 
even more. Whoever has will be given more; whoever does not 
have, even what he has will be taken from him." (Mark, 4:24-25) 


For there is nothing hidden that will not be disclosed, and noth- 
ing concealed that will not be known or brought out into the 
open. Therefore consider carefully how you listen [God's com- 
mandments]. Whoever has will be given more; whoever does 
not have, even what he thinks he has will be taken from him." 
(Luke, 8:17-18) 


See to it that you do not refuse him who speaks. If they did 
not escape when they refused him who warned them on earth, 
how much less will we, if we turn away from him who [Jesus, 
God's Messenger] warns us from heaven? At that time His 
voice shook the earth, but now he has promised, "Once more I 
will shake not only the earth but also the heavens." The words 
"once more" indicate the removing of what can be shaken—that 
is, created things—so that what cannot be shaken may remain. 
Therefore, since we are receiving a kingdom that cannot be 
shaken, let us be thankful, and so worship God acceptably with 


reverence and awe. (Hebrews, 12:25-28) 


"You must be on your guard. You will be handed over to the 
local councils and flogged in the synagogues. On account of me 
you will stand before governors and kings as witnesses to 
them. And the Gospel must first be preached to all nations. 


Whenever you are arrested and brought to trial, do 


not worry beforehand about what to say. Just say 
whatever is given you at the time, for it is not 
you speaking, but God's Spirit." (Mark, 13:9-11) 


"No one knows about that day or hour, not even 
the angels in heaven, nor Jesus, but 

only the God. Be on guard! Be 

alert! You do not know when 

that time will come. It's like a 

man going away: He leaves his 

house and puts his servants in 

charge, each with his assigned task, 


and tells the one at the door to keep watch. 


"Therefore keep watch because you 
do not know when the owner of the 
house will come back—whether in the 
evening, or at midnight, or when the 
rooster crows, or at dawn. If he comes sud- 
denly, do not let him find you sleeping. What I 
say to you, I say to everyone: 'Watch!' " (Mark, 13:32-37) 


Someone in the crowd said to him, "Teacher, tell my brother to 
divide the inheritance with me." Jesus replied, "Man, who ap- 
pointed me a judge or an arbiter between you?" Then he said to 
them, "Watch out! Be on your guard against all kinds of greed; 
a man's life does not consist in the abundance of his posses- 


sions." And he told them this parable: "The ground of a certain 


rich man produced a good crop. He thought to himself, 'What 
shall I do?

I tell you 
the truth, he will dress himself to serve, will have them recline 
at the table and will come and wait on them. It will be good for 
those servants whose master finds them ready, even if he 
comes in the second or third watch of the night. But under- 
stand this: If the owner of the house had known at what hour 
the thief was coming, he would not have let his house be bro- 
ken into. You also must be ready, because the Son of Man [Je- 
sus] will come at an hour when you do not expect him." (Luke, 
12:35-40; Matthew 24:42-51; Mark 13:34-36) 


To Be Rightheous and Truthful 


They came to him and said, "Teacher, we know you are a man 
of integrity. You aren't swayed by men, because you pay no 
attention to who they are; but you teach the way of God in ac- 
cordance with the truth... (Mark, 12:14; Matthew 22:16; Luke, 
20:21-22) 


[Jesus:] Whoever can be trusted with very little can also be 
trusted with much, and whoever is dishonest with very little 
will also be dishonest with much. So if you have not been 
trustworthy in handling worldly wealth, who will trust you 
with true riches? And if you have not been trustworthy with 
someone else's property, who will give you property of your 
own? (Luke, 16:10-12) 


In everything set them an example by doing what is good. In 
your teaching show integrity, seriousness and soundness of 


speech that cannot be condemned, so that those who oppose 
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you may be ashamed because they have nothing bad to say 
about us. (Titus, 2:7-8) 


Blessed are those who hunger and thirst for righteousness, 
for they will be filled. (Matthew, 5:6) 


Blessed are those who are persecuted because of righteous- 
ness, for theirs is the kingdom of heaven [paradise]. 
(Matthew, 5:10) 


[God said to Jesus:] "You have loved righteousness and hated 


wickedness..." (Hebrews, 1:9) 


You were taught, with regard to your former way of life, to 
put off your old self, which is being corrupted by its deceitful 
desires; to be made new in the attitude of your minds; and to 
put on the new self... Therefore each of you must put off 
falsehood and speak truthfully to his neighbor, for we are all 
members of one body. "... do not sin"... and do not give the dev- 
il a foothold. (Ephesians, 4:22-27) 


But seek first His kingdom [God's approval] and His right- 
eousness, and all these things will be given to you as well. 
(Matthew, 6:33) 


Tax collectors...""Teacher," they asked, "what should we do?" 
"Don't collect any more than you are required to," he told 
them. Then some soldiers asked him, "And what should we 
do?" He replied, "Don't extort money and don't accuse people 


falsely—be content with your pay." (Luke, 3:12-14) 


"Everyone who does evil hates the light, and will not come in- 
to the light for fear that his deeds will be exposed. But whoev- 


er lives by the truth comes into the light, so that it may be seen 
plainly that what he has done has been done through God." 
(John, 3:20-21) 


Therefore do not let sin reign in your mortal body so that you 
obey its evil desires. Do not offer the parts of your body to sin, as 
instruments of wickedness, but rather offer yourselves to God, as 
those who have been brought from death to life; and offer the 
parts of your body to him as instruments of righteousness. For 
sin shall not be your master, because you are... under grace. (Ro- 
mans, 6:12-14) 


By faith Noah, when warned about things not yet seen, in holy 
fear built an ark to save his family. By his faith he... became heir 
of the righteousness that comes by faith. (Hebrews, 11:7) 


Don't you know that when you offer yourselves to someone to 
obey him as slaves, you are slaves to the one whom you obey— 


whether you are slaves to sin, which leads to death, or to obedi- 


ence, which leads to righteousness? But thanks be to God that, 
though you used to be slaves to sin, you wholeheartedly obeyed 
the form of teaching to which you were entrusted. You have 
been set free from sin and have become slaves to righteous- 
ness. (Romans, 6:16-18) 


For I can testify about them that they are zealous for God, but 
their zeal is not based on knowledge. Since they did not know 
the righteousness that comes from God and sought to establish 
their own, they did not submit to God's righteousness. (Ro- 
mans, 10:2-3) 


Rather, as servants of God we commend ourselves in every way: 
in great endurance; in troubles, hardships and distresses; in beat- 
ings, imprisonments and riots; in hard work, sleepless nights 
and hunger; in purity, understanding, patience and kindness; 
n... sincere love; in truthful speech and in the power of God; 


with weapons of righteousness in the right hand and in the 
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left... genuine, yet regarded as impostors. (2 Corinthians, 6:4- 
8) 


But you, man of God, flee from all this, and pursue right- 
eousness, godliness, faith, love, endurance and gentleness. 
Fight the good fight of the faith. Take hold of the eternal life 
to which you were called [faith in God] when you made your 
good confession in the presence of many witnesses. (1 Timo- 
thy, 6:11-12) 


Flee the evil desires of youth, and pursue righteousness, 
faith, love and peace, along with those who call on the Lord 


out of a pure heart. (2 Timothy, 2:22) 


Therefore put on the full armor [the spiritual power that 
comes from faith in God] of God, so that when the day of evil 
comes, you may be able to stand your ground, and after you 
have done everything, to stand. Stand firm then, with the belt 
of truth buckled around your waist, with the breastplate of 
righteousness in place, and with your feet fitted with the 
readiness that comes from the Gospel of peace [God's com- 
mandments]. In addition to all this, take up the shield of faith, 
with which you can extinguish all the flaming arrows of the 
evil one. Take the helmet of salvation and the sword of the 
spirit, which is the word of God. (Ephesians, 6:13-17) 


Now He [God] Who supplies seed to the sower and bread for 
food will also supply and increase your store of seed and will 
enlarge the harvest of your righteousness. (2 Corinthians, 
9:10) 
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It is because of Him [God] that you are in Christ Jesus [you be- 
lieved with Jesus] who has become for us wisdom from God— 
that is, [being instrumental in] our righteousness, holiness and 


redemption. (1 Corinthians, 1:30) 


For you were once darkness, but now you are light in the Lord 
[manifested in the light of God]... (the fruit of the light con- 
sists in all goodness, righteousness and truth) and find out 
what pleases the Lord. Have nothing to do with the fruitless 
deeds of darkness, but rather expose them. (Ephesians, 5:8-11) 


And this is my prayer: that your love may abound more and 
more in knowledge and depth of insight, so that you may be 
able to discern what is best and may be pure and blameless... 
filled with the fruit of righteousness that comes through Je- 
sus Christ—to the glory and praise of God. (Philippians, 1:9- 
11) 


All Scripture is inspired by God and is useful for teaching, re- 
buking, correcting and training in righteousness, so that the 
man of God may be thoroughly equipped for every good work. 
(2 Timothy, 3:16-17) 


God disciplines us for our good... No discipline seems pleasant 


at the time, but painful. Later on, however, it produces a har- 


vest of righteousness and peace for those who have been 


trained by it. Therefore, strengthen your feeble arms and weak 
knees. "Make level paths for your feet," so that the lame may 
not be disabled, but rather healed. (Hebrews, 12:11-13) 


For where you have envy and selfish ambition, there you find 


disorder and every evil practice. But the wisdom that comes 
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from heaven [from God] is first of all pure; then peace-loving, 
considerate, submissive, full of mercy and good fruit, impartial 
and sincere. Peacemakers who sow in peace raise a harvest of 


righteousness. (James, 3:16-18) 


Who is going to harm you if you are eager to do good? But 
even if you should suffer for what is right, you are blessed. 
"Do not fear what they fear; do not be frightened."... Always be 
prepared to give an answer to everyone who asks you to give 
the reason for the hope that you have. But do this with gentle- 
ness and respect, keeping a clear conscience, so that those who 
speak maliciously against your good behavior in Christ may be 
ashamed of their slander. It is better, if it is God's will, to suffer 


for doing good than for doing evil. (1 Peter, 3:13-17) 


And do not swear by your head, for you cannot make even one 
hair white or black. Simply let your 'Yes' be 'Yes,' and your 
"No,' 'No'; anything beyond this comes from the evil one. 
(Matthew, 5:36-37) 


Above all, my brothers, do not swear—not by heaven or by 
earth or by anything else. Let your "Yes" be yes, and your 


"No," no, or you will be condemned [to wrath on the day of 


judgment] (James, 5:12) 


Do not allow what you consider good to be spoken of as evil. 
For the kingdom of God [the accounting in the hereafter] is not 
a matter of eating and drinking, but of righteousness, peace 
and joy... because anyone who serves Christ in this way is 
pleasing to God and approved by men. Let us therefore make 
every effort to do what leads to peace and to mutual edifica- 
tion. (Romans, 14:16-19)

Being Affectionate and Compassionate 


Blessed are the merciful, for they will be shown mercy. 
(Matthew, 5:7) 


Be merciful to those who doubt; snatch others from the fire 
and save them; to others show mercy, mixed with fear—hat- 


ing even the clothing stained by corrupted flesh. (Jude, 1:22-23) 


Flee the evil desires of youth, and pursue righteousness, faith, 
love and peace, along with those who call on the Lord out of a 
pure heart. Don't have anything to do with foolish and stupid 
arguments, because you know they produce quarrels. And the 
Lord's servant must not quarrel; instead, he must be kind to 
everyone, able to teach, not resentful. Those who oppose him 
he must gently instruct, in the hope that God will grant them 
repentance leading them to a knowledge of the truth, and that 
they will come to their senses and escape from the trap of the 
devil, who has taken them captive to do his will. (2 Timothy, 
2:22-26) 


If anyone has material possessions and sees his brother in 
need but has no pity on him, how can the love of God be in 
him? Dear children, let us not love with words or tongue but 
with actions and in truth. (1 John, 3:17-18) 


... If it is showing mercy, let him do it cheerfully. (Romans, 
12:8) 


And as for you, brothers, never tire of doing what is right. If 
anyone does not obey our instruction in this letter, take special 


note of him. Do not associate with him, in order that he may 


feel ashamed. Yet do not regard him as an enemy, but warn him 
as a brother. (2 Thessalonians, 3:13-15) 


Woe to you... you hypocrites! You give a tenth of your spices— 
mint, dill and cummin. But you have neglected the more impor- 
tant matters of the law [God's commandments]—justice, mercy 
and faithfulness. You should have practiced the latter, without ne- 
glecting the former. (Matthew, 23:23) 


[Jesus:] "While I was with them, I protected them and kept them 
safe..." (John, 17:12) 


As Jesus was getting into the boat, the man who had been demon- 
possessed begged to go with him.

Instead, it should be that of your inner self, the unfading beau- 
ty of a gentle and quiet spirit, which is of great worth in God's 
Sight. (1 Peter, 3:4) 
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And the Lord's servant must not quarrel; instead, he must be 
kind to everyone, able to teach, not resentful. Those who op- 
pose him he must gently instruct, in the hope that God will 
grant them repentance leading them to a knowledge of the 
truth, and that they will come to their senses and escape from 
the trap of the devil, who has taken them captive to do his will. 
(2 Timothy, 2:24-26) 


Brothers, if someone is caught in a sin, you who are spiritual 
should restore him gently. But watch yourself, or you also 
may be tempted.

Remind the people to be subject to rulers and authorities, to be

[Jesus:] "Come to me, all you who are weary and burdened, 
and I will give you rest. Take my yoke upon you and learn 
from me, for I am gentle and humble in heart, and you will 
find rest for your souls."

Always be prepared to give an answer 
to everyone who asks you to give the reason for the hope that 
you have.

And if you have not been trustworthy with someone else's 
property, who will give you property of your own? (Luke, 
16:10-12) 


So then, men ought to regard us as servants of Christ [for God's 
approval] and as those entrusted with the secret things of God. 
Now it is required that those who have been given a trust must 
prove faithful. (1 Corinthians, 4:1-2) 


... [have no command from the Lord, but I give a judgment as 
one who by the Lord's mercy is trustworthy.

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... To the holy and faithful brothers... Grace and peace to you 
from God... (Colossians, 1:1-2) 


You learned it [God's commandments] from Epaphras, our 
dear fellow servant, who is a faithful minister of Christ on our 
behalf... (Colossians, 1:7-8) 


Tychicus will tell you all the news about me. He is a dear 
brother, a faithful minister and fellow servant in the Lord. I 
am sending him to you for the express purpose that you may 
know about our circumstances and that he may encourage 
your hearts. He is coming with Onesimus, our faithful and 
dear brother, who is one of you. They will tell you everything 
that is happening here. (Colossians, 4:7-9) 


Tychicus, the dear brother and faithful servant in the Lord, 
will tell you everything, so that you also may know how I am 


and what I am doing. I am sending him to you for this very 


purpose, that you may know how we are, and that he may en- 


courage you. (Ephesians, 6:21-22) 


With the help of Silas, whom I regard as a faithful brother, I 
have written to you briefly, encouraging you and testifying 
that this is the true grace of God.

Having Fortitude 


For it is commendable if a man bears up under the pain of un- 
just suffering because he is conscious of God... But if you suf- 
fer for doing good and you endure it, this is commendable be- 
fore God. (1 Peter, 2:19-20) 


You too, be patient and stand firm... Don't grumble against each 
other, brothers... Brothers, as an example of patience in the face 
of suffering, take the prophets who spoke in the name of the 
Lord. As you know, we consider blessed those who have per- 


, severed. You have heard of Job's perseverance 


and have seen what the Lord finally brought 


about. The Lord is full of compassion and 
mercy. (James, 5:8-11) 
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And the Lord's servant must not be quarrelsome but kind to 
everyone, able to teach, patiently enduring evil ...

Avoiding Envy 


Love is patient, love is kind. It does not 
envy, it does not boast, it is not proud.

Since we live by the God... Let us

: and envying each other. (Galatians, 
5:25-26) 
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He went on: "What comes out of a man is what makes him 'un- 


clean.' For from within, out of men's hearts, come evil thoughts, 
sexual immorality, theft, murder, adultery, greed, malice, de- 
ceit, lewdness, envy, slander, arrogance and folly. All these 
evils come from inside [from lower self] and make a man 'un- 
clean." (Mark, 7:20-23) 


The acts of the sinful nature [lower self] are obvious: sexual im- 


morality, impurity and debauchery; idolatry and witchcraft; 
hatred, discord, jealousy, fits of rage, selfish ambition, dissen- 

sions, factions and envy; drunkenness, orgies, and the like. 
(Galatians, 5:19-21) 


Therefore, rid yourselves of all malice and all de- 


ceit, hypocrisy, envy, and slander of every kind. 
= Like newborn babies, crave pure spiritual milk, so 
j that by it you may grow up in your salvation, now 
that you have tasted that the Lord is good. (1 Peter, 
2:1-3) 


You are still worldly. For since there is jealousy 
and quarreling among you, are you not 
worldly? Are you not acting like mere 


men? (1 Corinthians, 3:3) 


You lust and do not have; so you com- 
mit murder. You are envious and 
cannot obtain; so you fight and quarrel. 
You do not have because you do not 
ask. (James, 4:2) 
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Who is wise and understanding among you? Let him show it by his 
good life, by deeds done in the humility that comes from wisdom. 
But if you harbor bitter envy and selfish ambition in your hearts, 
do not boast about it or deny the truth. Such "wisdom" does not 
come down from heaven but is earthly, unspiritual, of the devil. 
For where you have envy and selfish ambition, there you find 
disorder and every evil practice. But the wisdom that comes from 
heaven [from God] is first of all pure; then peace-loving, consider- 
ate, submissive, full of mercy and good fruit, impartial and sincere. 
Peacemakers who sow in peace raise a harvest of righteousness. 
(James, 3:13-18) 


Furthermore, since they did not think it worthwhile to retain the 


knowledge of God, He gave them over to a depraved mind, to do 


what ought not to be done. They have become filled with every 
kind of wickedness, evil, greed and depravity. They are full of en- 
vy, murder, strife, deceit and malice. They are gossips, slanderers, 
hateful to God [God is beyond this], insolent, arrogant and boast- 
ful; they invent ways of doing evil; they disobey their parents; they 
are senseless, faithless, heartless, ruthless. Although they know 
God's righteous decree that those who do such things deserve 
death [the torment of hell], they not only continue to do these 
very things but also approve of those who practice them. (Ro- 
mans, 1:28-32) 


The night is nearly over; the day is almost here. So let us put aside 


the deeds of darkness and put on the armor of light. Let us behave 
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decently, as in the daytime, not drunkenness, not in sexual im- 
morality and debauchery, not in dissension and jealousy. 
Rather, clothe yourselves with the Lord... and do not think 
about how to gratify the desires of the sinful nature. (Romans, 
13:12-14) 


... I fear that there may be quarreling, jealousy, outbursts of 
anger, factions, slander, gossip, arrogance and disorder. (2 
Corinthians, 12:20) 


To Be Peace-Loving 


Do not repay anyone evil for evil. Be careful to do what is right 
in the eyes of everybody. If it is possible, as far as it depends 
on you, live at peace with everyone. (Romans, 12:17-18) 


Blessed are the peacemakers!... (Matthew, 5:9) 


Make every effort to live in peace with all men and to be holy 
without holiness no one will see the Lord. [Referring to devout 
believers seeing the manifestation of the Presence of Almighty 
God, as a blessing of heaven.] See to it that no one misses the 
grace of God... (Hebrews, 12:14-15) 


Therefore, if you are offering your gift at the altar and there re- 
member that your brother has something against you, leave 
your gift there in front of the altar. First go and be reconciled 
to your brother; then come and offer your gift. Settle matters 
quickly with your adversary who is taking you to court... 
(Matthew, 5:23-25) 
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Salt is good, but if it loses its saltiness, how can you make it salty 
again? Have salt in yourselves, and be at peace with each other. 
(Mark, 9:50) 


But if the unbeliever leaves, let him do so. A believing man or 
woman is not bound in such circumstances; God has called us to 


live in peace. (1 Corinthians, 7:15) 


Now we ask you, brothers, to respect those who work hard among 
you, who are over you in the Lord and who admonish you. Hold 
them in the highest regard in love because of their work. Live in 


peace with each other. (1 Thessalonians, 5:12-13) 


But the wisdom that comes from heaven [in the Sight of God] is 
first of all pure; then peace-loving, considerate, submissive, full 
of mercy and good fruit, impartial and sincere, without a trace of 
partiality or hypocrisy. And a harvest of righteousness is grown 


from the seed of peace planted by peacemakers. (James, 3:17-18) 


So then, dear friends, since you are looking forward to this, make 
every effort to be found spotless, blameless and at peace with 
Him. (2 Peter, 3:14) 


To Be Loyal 


Woe to you...! You give a tenth of your spices—mint, dill and cum- 
min. But you have neglected the more important matters of the 
law [God's commandments] —justice, mercy and faithfulness. 
You should have practiced the latter, without neglecting the for- 
mer. (Matthew, 23:23) 
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For this reason I am sending to you Timothy, my son whom I 
love, who is faithful in the Lord. He will remind you of my 
way of life in Christ Jesus [for the approval of God], which 
agrees with what I teach everywhere in every church. (1 
Corinthians, 4:17) 


... To the saints in Ephesus, the faithful in Christ Jesus [for the 
approval of God]: Grace and peace to you from God... (Eph- 


esians, 1:1-2) 


He [Jesus] was faithful to the One [God] Who appointed him, 
just as Moses was faithful in all God... (Hebrews, 3:2) 


Moses was faithful as a servant in all God... testifying to what 
would be said in the future. (Hebrews, 3:5) 


Do not be afraid of what you are about to suffer. I tell you, the 
devil will put some of you in prison to test you, and you will 
suffer persecution for ten days. Be faithful, even to the point 
of death, and I will give you the crown of life [paradise]. (Rev- 
elation, 2:10) 


.. And with him [Jesus] will be his called, chosen and faithful 
[for the approval of God] followers. (Revelation, 17:14) 


To the Jews who had believed him, Jesus said, "If you hold to 
my teaching, you are really my disciples. Then you will know 
the truth, and the truth will set you free."

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To Help Others 


Nobody should seek his own good, but 
the good of others. (1 Corinthians, 10 10:24) 


He [Jesus:] "... Freely you have received, freely give." 
(Matthew, 10:8) 


The poor you will always have with you, and you can help 
them any time you want. (Mark, 14:7) 


Share with God's people [the ones who devote themselves to 
God] who are in need. Practice hospitality. (Romans, 12:13) 


You yourselves know that these hands of mine have supplied 
my own needs and the needs of my companions. In everything 
I did, Ishowed you that by this kind of hard work we must help 
the weak, remembering the words... Jesus himself said: 'It is 
more blessed to give than to receive.' (Acts, 20:34-35) 


But if a widow has children or grandchildren, these should 
learn first of all to put their religion into practice by caring 
for their own family and so repaying their parents and grand- 
parents, for this is pleasing to God. (1 Timothy, 5:4) 


At Caesarea there was a man named Cornelius, a centurion in 


what was known as the Italian Regiment. He and all his family 
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were devout and God-fearing; he gave generously to those in 
need and prayed to God regularly. (Acts, 10:1-2) 


Dear friend, you are faithful in what you are doing for the 
brothers, even though they are strangers to you. They have told 
the church about your love. You will do well to send them on 
their way in a manner worthy of God. For they went out for 
the sake of the Name [for the approval of God], accepting noth- 
ing from the Gentiles. We ought therefore to show hospitality 
to such men so that we may work together for the truth. (3 
John, 1:5-8) 


... Mary [called Magdalene] from whom seven demons had 
come out; Joanna the wife of Cuza, the manager of Herod's 
household; Susanna; and many others. These women were 
contributing from their own resources to support Jesus and 
his disciples. (Luke, 8:2-3) 


In Joppa there was a disciple named Tabitha [which, when 
translated in Greek, is called Dorcas], who was always doing 
good and helping the poor. (Acts, 9:36) 


When Apollos wanted to go to Achaia, the brothers encour- 


aged him and wrote to the disciples there to welcome him. On 
his arrival he greatly helped those who, through God's grace, 
had believed. (Acts, 18:27) 


If any woman who is a believer has widows in her family, she 
should help them and not let the church be burdened with 
them, so that the church can help those widows who are real- 
ly in need. (1 Timothy, 5:16) 


Moreover, as you Philippians know, in the early days of your 
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acquaintance with the Gospel, when I set out from Macedonia, 
not one church shared with me in the matter of giving and re- 
ceiving, except you only; for even when I was in Thessalonica, 
you sent me aid again and again when I was in need.

This is the Gospel I tell others. Because of it [for the approval 
of God] I am experiencing trouble, even to the point of being 
chained like a criminal. However, God's word is not chained. 
(2 Timothy, 2:8-9) 


Rather, as servants of God we commend ourselves in every 
way: in great endurance; in troubles, hardships and distress- 
es; in beatings, imprisonments and riots; in hard work, sleep- 
less nights and hunger; in purity, understanding, patience and 
kindness... and in sincere love; in truthful speech and in the 
power of God... We are honest, but they call us impostors. (2

[Jesus:] "... You cannot serve both God and Money." The Phar- 
isees, who loved money, heard all this and were sneering at 
Jesus. He said to them, "You are the ones who justify your- 
selves in the eyes of men, but God knows your hearts. What is 
highly valued among men is detestable in God's Sight."... 
(Luke, 16:13-15) 


Jesus turned and saw her. "Take heart, daughter,” he said,

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Lystra, Iconium and Antioch, strengthening the disciples and 
encouraging them to remain true to the faith. "We must go 
through many hardships to enter the kingdom of God [par- 
adise]," they said. (Acts, 14:20-22) 


Believers’ Knowledge of the Secret of the 
Test and Their Courage on God's Path 


So do not throw away your confidence; it will be richly re- 
warded. You need to persevere so that when you have done 
the will of God, you will receive what He has promised... But 
we are not of those who shrink back and are destroyed, but of 
those who believe and are saved. (Hebrews, 10:35-36, 39) 


Who is going to harm you if you are eager to do good? But even 
if you should suffer for what is right, you are blessed. "Do not 
fear what they fear; do not be frightened." (1 Peter, 3:13-14) 


After they prayed, the place where they were meeting was 
shaken. And they were all filled with the Spirit of God and 
spoke the word of God boldly.

have such a hope, we speak very boldly. (2 Corinthians, 3:11-12) 
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.. With that same spirit of faith we also believe and therefore 
speak... so that the grace that is reaching more and more people 
may cause thanksgiving to overflow to the glory of God. There- 
fore we do not lose heart. Though outwardly we are wasting 
away, yet inwardly we are being renewed day by day. For our 
light and momentary troubles are achieving for us an eternal 
glory that far outweighs them all. So we fix our eyes not on what 
is seen, but on what is unseen. For what is seen is temporary, but 


what is unseen is eternal. (2 Corinthians, 4:13-18) 


Therefore we are always confident... We live by faith, not by 
sight. We are confident, I say, and would prefer to be away 
from the body and at home with the Lord. So we make it our 
goal to please Him, whether we are at home in the body or away 
from it.

Superficially and Do Not Truly Believe 


Woe to you... you hypocrites! You give a tenth of your 
spices—imint, dill and cummin. But you have neglected 
the more important matters of the law [God's command- 
ments]—justice, mercy and faithfulness. You should have 
done these things without neglecting the others. You blind 
guides! You strain out a gnat but swallow a camel. 
(Matthew, 23:23-24) 


Woe to you... you hypocrites! You clean the outside of the 
cup and dish, but inside they are full of greed and self-in- 
dulgence. You blind Pharisee! First clean the inside of the 
cup and dish, and then the outside also will be clean. 
(Matthew, 23:25-26) 


Woe to you... because you give... a tenth of your mint, rue 
and all other kinds of garden herbs, but you neglect jus- 
tice and the love of God. These are the things you should 
have done without neglecting the others. (Luke, 11:42) 


... You... clean the outside of the cup and dish, but inside 


you are full of greed and wickedness. You foolish people! 


Didn't God make the inside as well as 

the outside? But give what is inside the 

dish to the poor, and everything will 
be clean for you. (Luke, 11:39-41)

Peo- 
ple will be... lovers of pleasure rather than lovers of God— 
having a form of godliness but denying its power.

QURAN: [I am] transmitting my Lord's Message to you and 
giving you good counsel, and I know from Allah what you do 
not know. (Surat al-A'raf, 62) 


God loves those who obey His messenger: 


GOSPEL: Jesus replied, "If anyone loves me, he will obey my 
teaching. My God will love him... He who does not love me 
will not obey my teaching. These words you hear are not my 
own, they belong to God Who sent me." (John, 14:23-24) 


GOSPEL: [Jesus:] "Whoever has my commands and obeys 
them, he is the one who loves me. He who loves me will be 
loved by my God, and I too will love him..." (John, 14:21) 


QURAN: Say, 'If you love Allah, then follow me and Allah 
will love you and forgive you for your wrong actions. Allah is 
Ever-Forgiving, Most Merciful.’ Say, 'Obey Allah and the Mes- 
senger.' Then if they turn away, Allah does not love the unbe- 
lievers. (Surah Al ‘Imran, 31-32) 


Believers being tested by difficulties: 


GOSPEL: [Jesus] "... Blessed are you when people insult you, 
persecute you and falsely say all kinds of evil against you be- 
cause of me [for God's sake]. Rejoice and be glad, because great 
is your reward in heaven [in the hereafter], for in the same 
way they persecuted the prophets who were before you." 
(Matthew, 5:10-12) 


GOSPEL: ... "We must go through many hardships to enter 
the kingdom of God [paradise]" they said. (Acts, 14:22) 


QURAN: Or did you suppose that you would enter the Gar- 
den without facing the same as those who came before you? 
Poverty and illness afflicted them and they were shaken to the 
point that the Messenger and those who believed with him 
said, 'When is Allah's help coming?' Be assured that Allah's 
help is very near. (Surat al-Baqara, 214) 


Everyone being tested only 


as much as he can bear: 


GOSPEL: No temptation has seized you except what is com- 
mon to man. And God is faithful; He will not let you be tempt- 
ed beyond what you can bear. But when you are tempted, He 
will also provide a way out so that you can stand up under it. 
(1 Corinthians, 10:13) 


QURAN: ... We impose on no self any more than it can bear; 
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that you are equitable when you speak-—even if a near relative 


is concerned; and that you fulfil Allah's contract. That is what 


He instructs you to do, so that hopefully you will pay heed. 
(Surat al-An'am, 152) 


QURAN: ... Call two upright men from among yourselves as 


witnesses and they should carry out the witnessing for Allah. 


This is admonishment for all who believe in Allah and the Last 


Day. Whoever has fear of Allah—He will give him a way out. 
(Surat at-Talaq, 2) 


Selling one's self and property 
for God: 


GOSPEL: Large crowds were traveling with Jesus, and turning 


to them he said: "If people come to me and are not ready to 


abandon their fathers, mothers, wives, children, brothers, 


and sisters, as well as their own lives, they cannot be my dis- 
ciples." (Luke, 14:25-26) 


QURAN: Say: 'If your fathers or your sons or your brothers or 


your wives or your tribe, or any wealth you have acquired, or 


any business you fear may slump, or any house which pleas- 


es you, are dearer to you than Allah and His Messenger and 


striving in His Way, then wait until Allah brings about His 


command. Allah does not guide people who are deviators.' 
(Surat at-Tawba, 24) 
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Faith being built on sound 
foundations: 


GOSPEL: [Jesus:] "Therefore everyone who hears these 
words of mine and puts them into practice is like a 
wise man who built his house on the rock. The rain 7 
came down, the streams rose, and the winds blew and 


beat against that house; yet it did not fall, because it had { 
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its foundation on the rock. But everyone who hears 
these words of mine and does not put them into prac- | 
tice is like a foolish man who built his house on sand. 
The rain came down, the streams rose, and the winds 
blew and beat against that house, and it fell with a great 
crash." (Matthew, 7:24-27) 
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GOSPEL: [Jesus:] "I will show you what he is like who 
comes to me and hears my words and puts them into 
practice. He is like a man building a house, who dug 
down deep and laid the foundation on rock. When a 
flood came, the torrent struck that house but could not 
shake it, because it was well built. But the one who hears 
my words and does not put them into practice is like a 
man who built a house on the ground without a foun- 
dation. The moment the torrent struck that house, it col- 


lapsed and its destruction was complete." (Luke, 6:47-49) 


QURAN: Who is better: someone who founds his 
building on fear of Allah and His good pleasure, or 
someone who founds his building on the brink of a 
crumbling precipice so that it collapses with him into 
the fire of hell? Allah does not love wrongdoers. (Surat 
at-Tawba, 109) 
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Abundance being bestowed on those who 
migrate for the sake of God: 


GOSPEL: "I tell you the truth," Jesus replied, "no 
one who has left home or brothers or sisters or 
mother or father or children or fields for me [for 
the approval of God] and the Gospel will fail to 
receive a hundred times as much in this present 
age (homes, brothers, sisters, mothers, children 
and fields—and with them, persecutions) and 
in the age to come, eternal life. But many who 
are first will be last, and the last first." (Mark, 
10:29-31) 


QURAN: Those who migrate in the Way of 
Allah will find many places of refuge on the 
earth and ample sustenance. If anyone leaves his 
home, migrating to Allah and His Messenger, 
and death catches up with him, it is Allah Who 
will reward him. Allah is Ever-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. (Surat an-Nisa, 100) 


Not storing up possessions: 


GOSPEL: Do not store up for yourselves treasures on earth, 
where moth and rust destroy, and where thieves break in and 
steal. But store up for yourselves treasures in heaven [for the 
hereafter], where moth and rust do not destroy, and where 
thieves do not break in and steal. For where your treasure is, 
there your heart will be also. (Matthew, 6:19-21) 


QURAN: Who has amassed wealth and hoarded it! He 
thinks his wealth will make him live for ever. No indeed! 


He will be flung into the Shatterer. (Surat al-Humaza, 2-4) 


Not making helping the poor 
a matter of show: 


GOSPEL: So when you give to the needy, do not announce 
it with trumpets, as the hypocrites do... to be honored by 
men. (Matthew, 6:2) 


QURAN: You who believe! Do not nullify your charity by 
demands for gratitude or insulting words, like him who 
spends his wealth, showing off to people and not believing in 
Allah and the Last Day. His likeness is that of a smooth rock 
coated with soil, which, when heavy rain falls on it, is left 
stripped bare. They have no power over anything they have 
earned. Allah does not guide disbelieving people. (Surat al- 
Baqara, 264) 
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Believers help the poor even if they are 
in need themselves: 


GOSPEL: As he looked up, Jesus saw the rich putting their 
gifts into the temple treasury. He also saw a poor widow put in 
two very small copper coins. "I tell you the truth,” he said, "this 
poor widow has put in more than all the others. All these peo- 
ple gave their gifts out of their wealth; but she out of her 
poverty put in all she had to live on." (Luke, 21:1-4) 


QURAN: Those who were already settled in the abode, and in 
faith, before they came, love those who have migrated to them 
and do not find in their hearts any need for what they have 
been given and prefer them to themselves even if they them- 
selves are needy. It is the people who are safe-guarded from 
the avarice of their own selves who are successful. (Surat al- 
Hashr, 9) 


Not showing off when worshiping: 


GOSPEL: "And when you pray, do not be like the hypocrites, 
for they love to pray standing... on the street corners to be 
seen by men. | tell you the truth, they have received their re- 
ward in full. But when you pray, go into your room, close the 
door and pray to your God, Who is unseen. Then your God, 
Who sees what is done in secret, will reward you. (Matthew, 
6:5-6) 


QURAN: Who are neglectful of their prayers, Those who 
show off and deny help to others... (Surat al-Ma'un, 5-6) 
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QURAN: The hypocrites think they deceive Allah, but He is 
deceiving them. When they get up to pray, they get up lazily, 
showing off to people, and only remembering Allah a very lit- 
tle. (Surat an-Nisa, 142) 


It is fear of God that draws people close to God, not the 
flesh of sacrificed animals: 


GOSPEL: ... Some people are still so accustomed to idols that 
when they eat such food they think of it as having been sac- 
rificed to an idol, and since their conscience is weak, it is de- 
filed. But food does not bring us near to God... (1 Corinthians, 
8:7-8) 


QURAN: Their flesh and blood does not reach Allah but your 
heedfulness does reach Him. In this way He has subjected them 
to you so that you might proclaim Allah's greatness for the way 
that He has guided you. Give good news to the good-doers. 
(Surat al-Hajj, 37) 
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Not forgetting oneself when warning 
others: 


GOSPEL: Why do you look at the speck of sawdust in your 
brother's eye and pay no attention to the plank in your own 
eye? How can you say to your brother, 'Let me take the speck 
out of your eye,' when all the time there is a plank in your 
own eye? You hypocrite, first take the plank out of your own 
eye, and then you will see clearly to remove the speck from 
your brother's eye. (Matthew, 7:3-5; Luke, 6:37-42) 


GOSPEL: Then Jesus said to the crowds and to his disciples: "... 
So you must obey them and do everything they tell you. But do 
not do what they do, for they do not practice what they 
preach." (Matthew, 23:1-3) 


QURAN: Do you order people to devoutness and forget your- 
selves, when you recite the Book? Will you not use your intel- 


lect? (Surat al-Baqara, 44) 


The blinding of the eyes and 
ears of deniers: 


GOSPEL: This is why I speak to them in parables: Though see- 
ing, they do not see; though hearing, they do not hear or un- 
derstand. In them is fulfilled the prophecy of Isaiah: 'You will 
be ever hearing but never understanding; you will be ever 
seeing but never perceiving. For this people's heart has be- 
come calloused; they hardly hear with their ears, and they 
have closed their eyes. Otherwise they might see with their 
eyes, hear with their ears, understand with their hearts and 
turn, and I would heal them. (Matthew, 13:13-15) 


GOSPEL: Do you have eyes but fail to see, and ears but fail 
to hear? (Mark, 8:18-19) 


QURAN: We created many of the jinn and mankind for hell. 
They have hearts they do not understand with. They have 
eyes they do not see with. They have ears they do not hear 
with. Such people are like cattle. No, they are even further 


astray! They are the unaware. (Surat-al-A'raf, 179) 


QURAN: Allah has sealed up their hearts and hearing and 
over their eyes is a blindfold. They will have a terrible pun- 


ishment. (Surat al-Baqara, 7) 


Responding to evil with good: 


GOSPEL: [Jesus:] "But I tell you who hear me: Love your ene- 
mies, do good to those who hate you, bless those who curse 


you, pray for those who mistreat you." (Luke, 6:27-28) 
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GOSPEL: Do not repay anyone evil for evil. Be careful to do 
what is right in the eyes of everybody. If it is possible, as far as 
it depends on you, live at peace with everyone. Do not take re- 
venge, my friends, but leave room for God's wrath, for it is 
written: "It is mine to avenge; I will repay," says the Lord. On 
the contrary: "If your enemy is hungry, feed him; if he is thirsty, 
give him something to drink. In doing this, you will heap burn- 
ing coals on his head. "Do not be overcome by evil, but over- 


come evil with good. (Romans, 12:17-21) 


QURAN: A good action and a bad action are not the same. Re- 
pel the bad with something better and, if there is enmity be- 
tween you and someone else, he will be like a bosom friend. 
(Surah Fussilat, 34) 


QURAN: They will be given their reward twice over because 
they have been steadfast and because they ward off the bad 
with the good and give from what we have provided for them. 
(Surat al-Qasas, 54) 


Extending greetings on entering a house: 


GOSPEL: When you enter a house, first say, 'Peace to this 
house.' If a man of peace is there, your peace will rest on him; 
if not, it will return to you. (Luke, 10:5-6) 


QURAN: You who believe! Do not enter houses other than 


your own until you have asked permission and greeted their 


inhabitants. That is better for you, so that hopefully you will 
pay heed. (Surat an-Nur, 27) 
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Saying 'if God so wishes’: 


GOSPEL: Now listen, you who say, "Today or tomorrow we 
will go to this or that city, spend a year there, carry on business 
and make money." Why, you do not even know what will hap- 
pen tomorrow. What is your life? You are a mist that appears 
for a little while and then vanishes. Instead, you ought to say, 
"If it is the Lord's will, we will live and do this or that." 
(James, 4:13-15) 


QURAN: Never say about anything, 'I am doing that tomor- 
row,’ without adding 'If Allah wills.' Remember your Lord 
when you forget, and say, 'Hopefully my Lord will guide me to 
something closer to right guidance than this.’ (Surat al-Kahf, 
23-24) 


Keeping one's word: 


GOSPEL: Again, you have heard that it was said to the people 
long ago, 'Do not break your oath, but keep the oaths you 
have made to the Lord.' (Matthew, 5:33) 


QURAN: Be true to Allah's contract when you have agreed to 
it, and do not break your oaths once they are confirmed and 
you have made Allah your guarantee. Allah knows what you 
do. (Surat an-Nahl, 91) 
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Believers must not fall into 
disagreement: 


GOSPEL: I appeal to you, brothers... that all of you agree with 
one another so that there may be no divisions among you and 
that you may be perfectly united in mind and thought. (1 
Corinthians, 1:10-11) 


QURAN: Obey Allah and His Messenger and do not quarrel 
among yourselves lest you lose heart and your momentum dis- 
appear. And be steadfast. Allah is with the steadfast. (Surat al- 
Anfal, 46) 


There is ease in religion: 


GOSPEL: [Jesus:] "Come to me, all you who are weary and 
burdened, and I will give you rest. Take my yoke upon you 
[for the approval of God] and learn from me, for I am gentle 
and humble in heart, and you will find rest for your souls. For 


my yoke is easy and my burden is light." (Matthew, 11:28-30) 


QURAN: 'But as for him who believes and acts rightly, he will 
receive the best of rewards and we will issue a command, mak- 


ing things easy for him.' (Surat al-Khaf, 88) 


QURAN: Strive for Allah with the striving due to Him. He has 
selected you and not placed any constraint upon you in the re- 
ligion-the religion of your forefather Abraham...

QURAN: Even if We sent down angels to them, and the dead 
spoke to them, and We gathered together everything in front 
of them right before their eyes, they would still not believe un- 
less Allah willed.

(Surat al-An'am, 111) 


The fate of past peoples being cited 


asa warning: 


GOSPEL: These things happened to them as examples and 
were written down as warnings for us, on whom the fulfill- 


ment of the ages has come. (1 Corinthians, 10:11) 


QURAN: In this way We give you news of what has gone be- 
fore and We have given you a reminder direct from Us. (Surah 
Ta Ha, 99) 
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The creation of the first human being: 


GOSPEL: ... From one man He [God] made every nation of 
men, that they should inhabit the whole earth. (Acts, 17:26) 


QURAN: O mankind! Have fear of your Lord Who created 
you from a single self and created its mate from it and then 
disseminated many men and women from the two of them. 
Have fear of Allah in Whose name you make demands on one 
another and also in respect of your families. Allah watches over 


you continually. (Surat an-Nisa’, 1) 


One day in the Sight of God 
being a year: 
GOSPEL: But do not forget this one thing, dear friends: With 


the Lord a day is like a thousand years, and a thousand years 
are like a day. (2 Peter 3:8) 


QURAN: They ask you to hasten the punishment. Allah will 
not break His promise. A day with your Lord is equivalent to 


a thousand years in the way you count. (Surat al-Hajj, 47) 
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Not attaching importance to line 
of descent: 


GOSPEL: As I urged you when I went into Macedonia, stay 
there in Ephesus so that you may command certain men not to 
teach false doctrines any longer nor to devote themselves to 
myths and endless genealogies. These promote controversies 
rather than God's work—which is by faith. (1 Timothy, 1:3-4) 


QURAN: Those who disbelieve filled their hearts with fanat- 
ical rage-the fanatical rage of the Time of Ignorance—and 
Allah sent down serenity to His Messenger and to the believ- 
ers, and bound them to the expression of heedfulness which 
they had most right to and were most entitled to. Allah has 
knowledge of all things. (Surat al-Fath, 26) 


Hypocrites’ external appearance 


being deceptive: 


GOSPEL: Woe to you, teachers of the law and Pharisees, you 
hypocrites! You are like whitewashed tombs, which look 
beautiful on the outside but on the inside are full of dead 
men's bones and everything unclean. In the same way, on the 
outside you appear to people as righteous but on the inside you 
are full of hypocrisy and wickedness. (Matthew, 23:27-28) 


QURAN: When you see them, their outward form appeals to 
you, and if they speak you listen to what they say. But they are 
like propped-up planks of wood. They imagine every cry to be 
against them. They are the enemy, so beware of them. May Allah 


destroy them! How they are perverted! (Surat al-Munafiqun, 4) 
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Hypocrites using their families as an 
excuse for not striving on the path of God: 


GOSPEL: Still another said, "I will follow you... but first let 
me go back and say good-by to my family." Jesus replied, "No 
one who puts his hand to the plow and looks back is fit for ser- 
vice in the kingdom of God [His paradise]. (Luke, 9:61-62) 


GOSPEL: Another disciple said to him [Jesus], "... first let me 
go and bury my father." But Jesus told him, "Follow me, and 
let the dead bury their own dead."(Matthew, 8:21-22) 


QURAN: And a group of them said, 'People of Yathrib, Your 
position is untenable so return!' some of them asked the 
Prophet to excuse them, saying, 'Our houses are exposed,' 
when they were not exposed; it was merely that they wanted 


to run away. (Surat al-Ahzab, 13) 


How hypocrites say what is not in 
their hearts: 


GOSPEL: You hypocrites! Isaiah was right when he prophesied 
about you: 'These people honor Me with their lips, but their 
hearts are far from Me. They worship Me in vain; their teachings 
are but rules taught by men. (Matthew, 15:7-9; Mark, 7: 6-7) 


QURAN: And (it is) so that He would know the hypocrites. 
They were told, 'Come and fight in the Way of Allah or at least 
help defend us.' They said, 'If we knew how to fight, we would 
certainly follow you.' They were closer to disbelief that day 
than to faith, saying with their mouths what was not in their 
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hearts. And Allah knows best what they are hiding. (Surah Al 
‘Imran, 167) 


QURAN: O Messenger! Do not be grieved by those who rush 
headlong into disbelief among those who say 'We believe' 
with their tongues when their hearts contain no faith’... (Surat 
al-Ma'ida, 41) 


Those who espouse the religion of their 
forefathers against God's commandments: 


GOSPEL: ... [They] asked Jesus, "Why don't your disciples live 
according to the tradition of the elders..." He replied... You 
have let go of the commands of God and are holding on to the 
traditions of men." And he said to them: "You have a fine way 
of setting aside the commands of God in order to observe 


your own traditions!" (Mark, 7:5-9) 


GOSPEL: Then some... came to Jesus... and asked, "Why do 
your disciples break the tradition of the elders?... Jesus replied, 
"And why do you break the command of God for the sake of 
your tradition?" (Matthew, 15:1-3) 


QURAN: When they are told, 'Follow what Allah has sent 
down to you,' They say, 'We are following what we found our 
fathers doing.' What, even though their fathers did not un- 
derstand a thing and were not guided! (Surat al-Baqara, 170) 


QURAN: Whenever they commit an indecent act, they say, 'We 
found our fathers doing it and Allah commanded us to do it 
too.’ Say: 'Allah does not command indecency. Do you say 
things about Allah you do not know?' (Surat al-A'raf, 28) 
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Believers being one another's family: 


GOSPEL: Someone told him, "Your mother and brothers are 


standing outside, wanting to speak to you." He replied to him,

"Who is my mother, and who are my brothers?" Pointing to his 
disciples, he said, "Here are my mother and my brothers. For 
whoever does the will of my God... is my brother and sister 
and mother." (Matthew, 12:47-50) 


QURAN: Noah called out to his Lord and said, 'My Lord, my 


son is one of my family and Your promise is surely the truth 
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and You are the Justest of Judges.' He said, 'Noah, he is defi- 
nitely not of your family. He is someone whose action was 
not righteous. Do not, therefore, ask Me for something about 
which you have no knowledge. I admonish you lest you should 
be among the ignorant.’ (Surah Hud, 45-46) 


Believers being compared to seeds 
sown in fertile ground: 


GOSPEL: "Listen then to what the parable of the sower 
means: When anyone hears the message about the kingdom 
[paradise] and does not understand it, the evil one comes and 
snatches away what was sown in his heart. This is the seed 
sown along the path. The one who received the seed that fell on 
rocky places is the man who hears the word and at once re- 
ceives it with joy. But since he has no root, he lasts only a short 
time. When trouble or persecution comes because of the word, 
he quickly falls away. The one who received the seed that fell 
among the thorns is the man who hears the word, but the wor- 
ries of this life and the deceitfulness of wealth choke it, making 
it unfruitful. But the one who received the seed that fell on 
good soil is the man who hears the word and understands it. 
He produces a crop, yielding a hundred, sixty or thirty times 
what was sown." (Matthew, 13:18-23) 


GOSPEL: Then Jesus said to them, "Don't you understand 
this parable? How then will you understand any parable? 
The farmer sows the word. Some people are like seed along the 


path, where the word is sown. As soon as they hear it, satan 
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comes and takes away the word that was sown in them. Oth- 
ers, like seed sown on rocky places, hear the word and at once 
receive it with joy. But since they have no root, they last only a 
short time. When trouble or persecution comes because of the 
word, they quickly fall away. Still others, like seed sown 
among thorns, hear the word; but the worries of this life, the 
deceitfulness of wealth and the desires for other things come in 
and choke the word, making it unfruitful. Others, like seed 
sown on good soil, hear the word, accept it, and produce a 
crop—thirty, sixty or even a hundred times what was sown." 
(Mark, 4:13-20) 


QURAN: Muhammad is the Messenger of Allah, and those 
who are with him are fierce to the unbelievers, merciful to one 
another. You see them bowing and prostrating, seeking Allah's 
good favour and His pleasure. Their mark is on their faces, the 
traces of prostration. That is their likeness in the Torah. And 
their likeness in the Gospel is that of a seed which puts up a 
shoot and makes it strong so that it thickens and grows up 
straight upon its stalk, filling the sowers with delight-so that 
by them He may infuriate the unbelievers. Allah has promised 
those of them who believe and do right actions forgiveness and 


an immense reward. (Surat al-Fath, 29)

miraculous order in the universe and in living things, as 
well as by the discovery of more than 300 million fossils 
revealing that evolution never happened. In this way, sci- 
ence confirmed the fact that Allah created the universe 
and the living things in it. The propaganda carried out to- 
day in order to keep the theory of evolution alive is based 
solely on the distortion of the scientific facts, biased inter- 
pretation, and lies and falsehoods disguised as science. 

Yet this propaganda cannot conceal the truth. The fact 
that the theory of evolution is the greatest deception in the 
history of science has been expressed more and more in the 
scientific world over the last 20-30 years. Research carried 
out after the 1980s in particular has revealed that the claims 


of Darwinism are totally unfounded, something that has 


been stated by a large number of scientists. In the United 


States in particular, many scientists from such different 
fields as biology, biochemistry and paleontology recognize 
the invalidity of Darwinism and employ the fact of Creation 
to account for the origin of life. 


We have examined the collapse of the theory of evolution and 
the proofs of Creation in great scientific detail in many of our 
works, and are still continuing to do so. Given the enormous im- 
portance of this subject, it will be of great benefit to summarize it 


here. 


The Scientific Collapse of Darwinism 


Charles Darwin As a pagan doctrine going back as far as ancient 
Greece, the theory of evolution was advanced 
extensively in the nineteenth century. The 
most important development that made it 
the top topic of the world of science was 
Charles Darwin's The Origin of Species, 
published in 1859. In this book, he op- 
posed, in his own eyes, the fact that Al- 
lah created different living species on 
earth separately, for he erroneously 
claimed that all living beings had a com- 
mon ancestor and had diversified over 
time through small changes. Darwin's 
theory was not based on any concrete 
scientific finding; as he also accepted, it 
was just an "assumption." Moreover, 

as Darwin confessed in the long 
chapter of his book titled "Difficul- 
ties on Theory," the theory failed in 

the face of many critical questions. 
Darwin invested all of his hopes 


in new scientific discoveries, which 


he expected to solve these difficulties. However, contrary to his ex- 
pectations, scientific findings expanded the dimensions of these 
difficulties. The defeat of Darwinism in the face of science can be re- 
viewed under three basic topics: 

1) The theory cannot explain how life originated on Earth. 

2) No scientific finding shows that the "evolutionary mecha- 
nisms" proposed by the theory have any evolutionary power at all. 

3) The fossil record proves the exact opposite of what the theo- 
ry suggests. 

In this section, we will examine these three basic points in gen- 


eral outlines: 


The First Insurmountable Step: The Origin 
of Life 

The theory of evolution posits that all living species evolved 
from a single living cell that emerged on Earth 3.8 billion years ago, 
supposed to have happened as a result of coincidences. How a sin- 
gle cell could generate millions of complex living species and, if 
such an evolution really occurred, why traces of it cannot be ob- 
served in the fossil record are some of the questions that the theo- 
ry cannot answer. However, first and foremost, we need to ask: 
How did this "first cell" originate? 

Since the theory of evolution ignorantly denies Creation, it 
maintains that the "first cell" originated as a product of blind co- 
incidences within the laws of nature, without any plan or 
arrangement. According to the theory, inanimate matter must have 


produced a living cell as a result of coincidences. Such a claim, 


however, is inconsistent with the most unassailable rules of biolo- 
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"Life Comes From Life" 


In his book, Darwin never referred to the origin of life. The 
primitive understanding of science in his time rested on the as- 
sumption that living beings had a very simple structure. Since 
medieval times, spontaneous generation, which asserts that 
non-living materials came together to form living organisms, 
had been widely accepted. It was commonly believed that in- 
sects came into being from food leftovers, and mice from 
wheat. Interesting experiments were conducted to prove this 
theory. Some wheat was placed on a dirty piece of cloth, and it 
was believed that mice would originate from it after a while. 

Similarly, maggots developing in rotting meat was assumed 
to be evidence of spontaneous generation. However, it was lat- 
er understood that worms did not appear on meat sponta- 
neously, but were carried there by flies in the form of larvae, 
invisible to the naked eye. 

Even when Darwin wrote The Origin of Species, the belief 
that bacteria could come into existence 
from non-living matter was widely 
accepted in the world of science. 

However, five years after the 
publication of Darwin's book, 


Louis Pasteur announced his 


results after long studies and 


experiments, that disproved 
spontaneous generation, a cor- 
nerstone of Darwin's theory. In 

his triumphal lecture at the Sor- 
bonne in 1864, Pasteur said: "Never 


The French biologist 
Louis Pasteur 
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will the doctrine of spontaneous generation recover from the 
mortal blow struck by this simple experiment." 

For a long time, advocates of the theory of evolution resist- 
ed these findings. However, as the development of science un- 
raveled the complex structure of the cell of a living being, the 
idea that life could come into being coincidentally faced an 


even greater impasse. 


Inconclusive Efforts of the 


Twentieth Century 


The first evolutionist who took up the subject of the origin 
of life in the twentieth century was the renowned Russian biol- 
ogist Alexander Oparin. With various theses he advanced in 
the 1930s, he tried to prove that a living cell could originate by 
coincidence. These studies, however, were doomed to failure, 
and Oparin had to make the following confession: 

Unfortunately, however, the problem of the origin of the cell 
is perhaps the most obscure point in the whole study of the 

evolution of organisms.* 
Evolutionist followers of Oparin tried 
to carry out experiments to solve this 
problem. The best known experi- 
ment was carried out by the Ameri- 
can chemist Stanley Miller in 1953. 
Combining the gases he alleged to 
have existed in the primordial 
Earth's atmosphere in an experi- 
ment set-up, and adding energy to 
the mixture, Miller synthesized sev- 


Russian biologist

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eral organic molecules (amino acids) present in the structure of 
proteins. 

Barely a few years had passed before it was revealed that 
this experiment, which was then presented as an important 
step in the name of evolution, was invalid, for the atmos- 
phere used in the experiment was very different from the re- 
al Earth conditions.’ 

After a long silence, Miller confessed that the atmosphere 
medium he used was unrealistic.‘ 

All the evolutionists' efforts throughout the twentieth cen- 


tury to explain the origin of life ended in 


Stanley Miller 


failure. The geochemist Jeffrey Bada, 
from the San Diego Scripps Institute 
accepts this fact in an article pub- 


lished in Earth magazine in 1998: 


Today as we leave the twentieth 


unsolved problem that we had 

when we entered the twentieth 

century: How did life originate on 
Earth?5 


The Complex Structure of Life 


The primary reason why evolutionists ended up in such a 
great impasse regarding the origin of life is that even those liv- 
ing organisms Darwinists deemed to be the simplest have out- 
standingly complex features. The cell of a living thing is more 


complex than all of our man-made technological products. To- 


day, even in the most developed laboratories of the world, no 
single protein of the cell, let alone a living cell itself, can be 
produced by bringing organic chemicals together. 

The conditions required for the formation of a cell are too 
great in quantity to be explained away by coincidences. How- 
ever, there is no need to explain the situation with these details. 
Evolutionists are at a dead-end 
even before reaching the stage of 
the cell. That is because the prob- 
ability of just a single protein, an 
essential building block of the 
cell, coming into being by chance 
is mathematically "0." 

The main reason for this is the 
need for other proteins to be pre- 
sent if one protein is to form, and 


this completely eradicates the 


possibility of chance formation. 


This fact by itself is sufficient to 
eliminate the evolutionist claim 
of chance right from the outset. 
To summarize, 

1. Protein cannot be synthe- 
sized without enzymes, and en- 
zymes are all proteins. 

2. Around 100 proteins 
need to be present in order for a 
single protein to be synthesized. 
There therefore need to be pro- 


teins for proteins to exist. 
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3. DNA manufactures the protein-synthesizing en- 
zymes. Protein cannot be synthesized without DNA. DNA is 
therefore also needed in order for proteins to form. 

4. All the organelles in the cell have important tasks in 
protein synthesis. In other words, in order for proteins to 
form a perfect and fully functioning cell needs to exist to- 
gether with all its organelles. 

The DNA molecule, which is located in the nucleus of a cell 
and which stores genetic information, is a magnificent data- 
bank. If the information coded in DNA were written down, it 
would make a giant library consisting of an estimated 900 vol- 
umes of encyclopedias consisting of 500 pages each. 

A very interesting dilemma emerges at this point: DNA can 
replicate itself only with the help of some specialized proteins 
(enzymes). However, the synthesis of these enzymes can be re- 
alized only by the information coded in DNA. As they both de- 
pend on each other, they have to exist at the same time for 
replication. This brings the scenario that life originated by itself 
to a deadlock. Prof. Leslie Orgel, an evolutionist of repute from 


the University of San Diego, California, confesses this fact in 


the September 1994 issue of the Scientific American magazine: 


It is extremely improbable that proteins and nucleic 
acids, both of which are structurally complex, arose 
spontaneously in the same place at the same time. Yet it 
also seems impossible to have one without the other. And 
so, at first glance, one might have to conclude that life 
could never, in fact, have originated by chemical means.° 
No doubt, if it is impossible for life to have originated spon- 


taneously as a result of blind coincidences, then it has to be ac- 
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cepted that life was created. This fact explicitly invalidates the 
theory of evolution, whose main purpose is to deny Creation. 


Imaginary Mechanism of Evolution 


The second important point that negates Darwin's theory is 
that both concepts put forward by the theory as "evolutionary 
mechanisms" were understood to have, in reality, no evolu- 
tionary power. 

Darwin based his evolution allegation entirely on the mech- 
anism of "natural selection." The importance he placed on this 
mechanism was evident in the name of his book: The Origin of 
Species, By Means of Natural Selection... 

Natural selection holds that those living things that are 
stronger and more suited to the natural conditions of their 
habitats will survive in the struggle for life. For example, in a 
deer herd under the threat of attack by wild animals, those that 


Natural selection only selects out the disfigured, weak, or unfit 
individuals of a species. It cannot produce new species, new 
genetic information, or new organs. 
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can run faster will survive. 

Therefore, the deer herd will be 

comprised of faster and stronger 

individuals. However, unques- 

tionably, this mechanism will 

not cause deer to evolve and 

transform themselves into another 

living species, for instance, horses. 
Therefore, the mechanism of natural 

selection has no evolutionary power. Dar- 

win was also aware of this fact and had to 

state this in his book The Origin of Species: 


Natural selection can do nothing 
until favourable individual dif- 


ferences or variations occur.” 


Lamarck's Impact 


So, how could these "fa- 
vorable variations" occur? 
Darwin tried to answer this 
question from the stand- 
point of the primitive un- 


derstanding of science at 


French biologist La- 
marck put forward a 
very unreasonable cla- 
im that giraffes evolved 
from antelopes. In fact, 
God created giraffes 
specially just like all ot- 
her living things. 
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that time. According to the French biologist Chevalier de 
Lamarck (1744-1829), who lived before Darwin, living crea- 
tures passed on the traits they acquired during their lifetime to 
the next generation. He asserted that these traits, which accu- 
mulated from one generation to another, caused new species to 
be formed. For instance, he claimed that giraffes evolved from 
antelopes; as they struggled to eat the leaves of high trees, their 


necks were extended from generation to generation. 


Darwin also gave similar examples. In his book The Origin of 


Species, for instance, he said that some bears going into water to 
find food transformed themselves into whales over time.* 
However, the laws of inheritance discovered by Gregor 
Mendel (1822-84) and verified by the science of genetics, which 
flourished in the twentieth century, utterly demolished the leg- 
end that acquired traits were passed on to subsequent genera- 
tions. Thus, natural selection fell out of favor as an evolution- 


ary mechanism. 


Neo-Darwinism and Mutations 


In order to find a solution, Darwinists advanced the "Mod- 
ern Synthetic Theory," or as it is more commonly known, Neo- 
Darwinism, at the end of the 1930s. Neo-Darwinism added mu- 
tations, which are distortions formed in the genes of living be- 
ings due to such external factors as radiation or replication er- 
rors, as the "cause of favorable variations" in addition to natur- 
al mutation. 

Today, the model that Darwinists espouse, despite their 
own awareness of its scientific invalidity, is neo-Darwinism. 


The theory maintains that millions of living beings formed as a 
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Since the beginning of the twentieth century, evolutionary biologists have 
sought examples of beneficial mutations by creating mutant flies. But these 
efforts have always resulted in sick and deformed creatures. The top picture 
shows the head of a normal fruit fly, and the picture on the left shows the 
head of a fruit fly with legs coming out of it, the result of mutation. 


result of a process whereby numerous complex organs of these 


organisms (e.g., ears, eyes, lungs, and wings) underwent "mu- 


tations,” that is, genetic disorders. Yet, there is an outright sci- 
entific fact that totally undermines this theory: Mutations do 
not cause living beings to develop; on the contrary, they are 
always harmful. 

The reason for this is very simple: DNA has a very complex 
structure, and random effects can only harm it. The American 
geneticist B. G. Ranganathan explains this as follows: 

First, genuine mutations are very rare in nature. Secondly, 
most mutations are harmful since they are random, rather 
than orderly changes in the structure of genes; any ran- 
dom change in a highly ordered system will be for the 
worse, not for the better. For example, if an earthquake 


were to shake a highly ordered structure such as a build- 
ing, there would be a random change in the framework 
of the building which, in all probability, would not be 
an improvement.’ 

Not surprisingly, no mutation example, which is useful, that 
is, which is observed to develop the genetic code, has been ob- 
served so far. All mutations have proved to be harmful. It was 
understood that mutation, which is presented as an "evolution- 
ary mechanism," is actually a genetic occurrence that harms liv- 
ing things, and leaves them disabled. (The most common effect 
of mutation on human beings is cancer.) Of course, a destruc- 
tive mechanism cannot be an "evolutionary mechanism." Nat- 
ural selection, on the other hand, "can do nothing by itself," as 
Darwin also accepted. This fact shows us that there is no "evo- 
lutionary mechanism" in nature. Since no evolutionary mech- 
anism exists, no such imaginary process called "evolution" 


could have taken place. 


The Fossil Record: No Sign of 


Intermediate Forms 


The clearest evidence that the scenario suggested by the the- 
ory of evolution did not take place is the fossil record. 

According to the unscientific supposition of this theory, every 
living species has sprung from a predecessor. A previously ex- 
isting species turned into something else over time and all 
species have come into being in this way. In other words, this 


transformation proceeds gradually over millions of years. 
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LIVING FOSSILS REFUTE EVOLUTION 


Fossils are proof that evolution nev- 
er happened. As the fossil record re- 
veals, living things suddenly ap- 
peared together with all the charac- 
teristics they possess, and they nev- 
er undergo the slightest change so 
long as they remain in existence. 
Fish have always existed as fish, in- 
sects as insects, and reptiles as rep- 
tiles. There is no scientific validity to 
the claim that species emergeg 
gradually.

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Had this been the case, numerous intermediary species 
should have existed and lived within this long transformation 
period. 

For instance, some half-fish/half-reptiles should have lived 
in the past which had acquired some reptilian traits in addition 
to the fish traits they already had. Or there should have existed 
some reptile-birds, which acquired some bird traits in addition 
to the reptilian traits they already had. Since these would be in 
a transitional phase, they should be disabled, defective, crip- 
pled living beings. Evolutionists refer to these imaginary crea- 
tures, which they believe to have lived in the past, as "transi- 
tional forms." 

If such animals ever really existed, there should be mil- 
lions and even billions of them in number and variety. More 
importantly, the remains of these strange creatures should be 
present in the fossil record. In The Origin of Species, Darwin ex- 
plained: 

If my theory be true, numberless intermediate varieties, 
linking most closely all of the species of the same group to- 
gether must assuredly have existed... Consequently, evi- 
dence of their former existence could be found only 
amongst fossil remains." 

However, Darwin was well aware that no fossils of these 
intermediate forms had yet been found. He regarded this as a 


major difficulty for his theory. In one chapter of his book titled 


"Difficulties on Theory," he wrote: 
Why, if species have descended from other species by in- 
sensibly fine gradations, do we not everywhere see innu- 
merable transitional forms? Why is not all nature in con- 


fusion instead of the species being, as we see them, well 
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defined?... But, as by this theory innumerable transi- 
tional forms must have existed, why do we not find them 
embedded in countless numbers in the crust of the 
earth?... Why then is not every geological formation and 


every stratum full of such intermediate links?" 


Darwin's Hopes Shattered 


However, although evolutionists have been making strenu- 
ous efforts to find fossils since the middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury all over the world, no transitional forms have yet been 
uncovered. All of the fossils, contrary to the evolutionists’ ex- 
pectations, show that life appeared on Earth all of a sudden 
and fully-formed. 

One famous British paleontologist, Derek V. Ager, admits 
this fact, even though he is an evolutionist: 

The point emerges that if we examine the fossil record in 
detail, whether at the level of orders or of species, we 
find-over and over again—not gradual evolution, but the 
sudden explosion of one group at the expense of anoth- 
er.” 

This means that in the fossil record, all living species sud- 
denly emerge as fully formed, without any intermediate 
forms in between. This is just the opposite of Darwin's as- 
sumptions. Also, this is very strong evidence that all living 
things are created. The only explanation of a living species 
emerging suddenly and complete in every detail without any 
evolutionary ancestor is that it was created. This fact is admit- 
ted also by the widely known evolutionist biologist Douglas 


Futuyma: 
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Creation and evolution, between them, exhaust the possi- 

ble explanations for the origin of living things. Organisms 

either appeared on the earth fully developed or they did 

not. If they did not, they must have developed from pre- 

existing species by some process of modification. If they 

did appear in a fully developed state, they must indeed 
have been created by some omnipotent intelligence." 

Fossils show that living beings emerged fully developed 

and in a perfect state on the Earth. That means that "the origin 

of species," contrary to Darwin's supposition, is not evolution, 


but Creation. 


The Tale of Human Evolution 


The subject most often brought up by advocates of the theo- 
ry of evolution is the subject of the origin of man. The Darwin- 
ist claim holds that man evolved from so-called ape-like crea- 
tures. During this alleged evolutionary process, which is sup- 
posed to have started 4-5 million years ago, some "transitional 
forms" between man and his imaginary ancestors are supposed 
to have existed. According to this completely imaginary sce- 
nario, four basic "categories" are listed: 

1. Australopithecus 

2. Homo habilis 

3. Homo erectus 

4. Homo sapiens 

Evolutionists call man's so-called first ape-like ancestors 
Australopithecus, which means "South African ape." These liv- 
ing beings are actually nothing but an old ape species that has 


become extinct. Extensive research done on various Australop- 
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ithecus specimens by two world famous anatomists from Eng- 
land and the USA, namely, Lord Solly Zuckerman and Prof. 
Charles Oxnard, shows that these apes belonged to an ordinary 
ape species that became extinct and bore no resemblance to hu- 
mans." 

Evolutionists classify the next stage of human evolution as 
"homo," that is "man." According to their claim, the living be- 
ings in the Homo series are more developed than Australop- 
ithecus. Evolutionists devise a fanciful evolution scheme by ar- 
ranging different fossils of these creatures in a particular order. 
This scheme is imaginary because it has never been proved that 
there is an evolutionary relation between these different class- 
es. Ernst Mayr, one of the twentieth century's most important 
evolutionists, contends in his book One Long Argument that 
"particularly historical [puzzles] such as the origin of life or of 
Homo sapiens, are extremely difficult and may even resist a fi- 
nal, satisfying explanation." 

By outlining the link chain as Australopithecus > Homo ha- 
bilis > Homo erectus > Homo sapiens, evolutionists imply that 
each of these species is one another's ancestor. However, recent 
findings of paleoanthropologists have revealed that Australop- 
ithecus, Homo habilis, and Homo erectus lived at different 
parts of the world at the same time.'® 

Moreover, a certain segment of humans classified as Homo 
erectus have lived up until very modern times. Homo sapiens 
neandarthalensis and Homo sapiens sapiens (man) co-existed 
in the same region.” 

This situation apparently indicates the invalidity of the 


claim that they are ancestors of one another. The late Stephen 


Jay Gould explained this deadlock of the theory of evolution al- 
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though he was himself one of the leading advocates of evolu- 


tion in the twentieth century: 


What has become of our ladder if there are three coexist- 


ing lineages of hominids (A. africanus, the robust aus- 
tralopithecines, and H. habilis), none clearly derived from 


another? Moreover, none of the three display any evolu- 


tionary trends during their tenure on earth." 


Put briefly, the scenario of human evolution, which is "up- 


held" with the help of various drawings of some "half ape, half 


human" creatures appearing in the media and course books, 


that is, frankly, by means of propaganda, is nothing but a tale 
with no scientific foundation. 

Lord Solly Zuckerman, one of the most famous and respect- 
ed scientists in the U.K., who carried out research on this sub- 


ject for years and studied Australopithecus fossils for 15 years, 


finally concluded, despite being an evolutionist himself, that 


Evolutionist newspapers and magazines often print pictures of primitive 
man. The only available source for these pictures is the imagination of 
the artist. Evolutionary theory has been so dented by scientific data that 
today we see less and less of it in the serious press. 
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there is, in fact, no such family tree branching out from ape- 
like creatures to man. 

Zuckerman also made an interesting "spectrum of science" 
ranging from those he considered scientific to those he consid- 
ered unscientific. According to Zuckerman's spectrum, the 
most "scientific'—that is, depending on concrete data-fields of 
science are chemistry and physics. After them come the biolog- 
ical sciences and then the social sciences. At the far end of the 
spectrum, which is the part considered to be most "unscientif- 
ic," are "extra-sensory perception'—concepts such as telepathy 
and sixth sense—and finally "human evolution." Zuckerman ex- 
plains his reasoning: 

We then move right off the register of objective truth into 
those fields of presumed biological science, like extrasen- 
sory perception or the interpretation of man’s fossil histo- 
ry, where to the faithful [evolutionist] anything is possible 
— and where the ardent believer [in evolution] is some- 
times able to believe several contradictory things at the 
same time.!? 

The tale of human evolution boils down to nothing but the 
prejudiced interpretations of some fossils unearthed by certain 


people, who blindly adhere to their theory. 


Darwinian Formula! 


Besides all the technical evidence we have dealt with so far, 


let us now for once, examine what kind of a superstition the 


evolutionists have with an example so simple as to be under- 


stood even by children: 
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The theory of evolution asserts that life is formed by 
chance. According to this irrational claim, lifeless and un- 
conscious atoms came together to form the cell and then 
they somehow formed other living things, including man. 
Let us think about that. When we bring together the ele- 
ments that are the building-blocks of life such as carbon, 
phosphorus, nitrogen and potassium, only a heap is 
formed. No matter what treatments it undergoes, this 
atomic heap cannot form even a single living being. If you 
like, let us formulate an "experiment" on this subject and 
let us examine on the behalf of evolutionists what they re- 
ally claim without pronouncing loudly under the name 


"Darwinian formula": 


Let evolutionists put plenty of materials present in the com- 
position of living things such as phosphorus, nitrogen, carbon, 
oxygen, iron, and magnesium into big barrels. Moreover, let 
them add in these barrels any material that does not exist un- 
der normal conditions, but they think as necessary. Let them 
add in this mixture as many amino acids and as many proteins 
as they like. Let them expose these mixtures to as much heat 
and moisture as they like. Let them stir these with whatever 
technologically developed device they like. Let them put the 
foremost scientists beside these barrels. Let these experts wait 


in turn beside these barrels for billions, and even trillions of 


years. Let them be free to use all kinds of conditions they be- 


lieve to be necessary for a human's formation. No matter what 
they do, they cannot produce from these barrels a human, say 
a professor that examines his cell structure under the electron 


microscope. They cannot produce giraffes, lions, bees, canaries, 


horses, dolphins, roses, orchids, lilies, carnations, bananas, or- 
anges, apples, dates, tomatoes, melons, watermelons, figs, 
olives, grapes, peaches, peafowls, pheasants, multicolored but- 
terflies, or millions of other living beings such as these. Indeed, 
they could not obtain even a single cell of any one of them. 

Briefly, unconscious atoms cannot form the cell by coming 
together. They cannot take a new decision and divide this cell 
into two, then take other decisions and create the professors 
who first invent the electron microscope and then examine 
their own cell structure under that microscope. Matter is an 
unconscious, lifeless heap, and it comes to life with Allah's 
superior Creation. 

The theory of evolution, which claims the opposite, is a to- 
tal fallacy completely contrary to reason. Thinking even a little 
bit on the claims of evolutionists discloses this reality, just as in 


the above example. 


Technology in the Eye and the Ear 


Another subject that remains unanswered by evolutionary 
theory is the excellent quality of perception in the eye and the 
ear. 

Before passing on to the subject of the eye, let us briefly an- 
swer the question of how we see. Light rays coming from an 
object fall oppositely on the eye's retina. Here, these light rays 
are transmitted into electric signals by cells and reach a tiny 
spot at the back of the brain, the "center of vision." These elec- 
tric signals are perceived in this center as an image after a se- 
ries of processes. With this technical background, let us do 


some thinking. 
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All its components need to function together and perfectly if the eye is 
to see at all. 


The brain is insulated from light. That means that its inside 
is completely dark, and that no light reaches the place where it 
is located. Thus, the "center of vision" is never touched by light 
and may even be the darkest place you have ever known. How- 
ever, you observe a luminous, bright world in this pitch dark- 
ness. 

The image formed in the eye is so sharp and distinct that 
even the technology of the twentieth century has not been 
able to attain it. For instance, look at the book you are reading, 
your hands with which you are holding it, and then lift your 
head and look around you. Have you ever seen such a sharp 
and distinct image as this one at any other place? Even the most 
developed television screen produced by the greatest television 
producer in the world cannot provide such a sharp image for 
you. This is a three-dimensional, colored, and extremely sharp 


image. For more than 100 years, thousands of engineers have 


been trying to achieve this sharpness. Factories, huge premises 


were established, much research has been done and plans have

hands. You will see 

that there is a big dif- 

ference in sharpness and distinction. Moreover, the TV screen 
shows you a two-dimensional image, whereas with your eyes, 
you watch a three-dimensional perspective with depth. 

For many years, tens of thousands of engineers have tried to 
make a three-dimensional TV and achieve the vision quality of 
the eye. Yes, they have made a three-dimensional television 
system, but it is not possible to watch it without putting on spe- 
cial 3-D glasses; moreover, it is only an artificial three-dimen- 


sion. The background is more blurred, the foreground appears 


like a paper setting. Never has it been possible to produce a 


sharp and distinct vision like that of the eye. In both the cam- 


era and the television, there is a loss of image quality. 

Evolutionists claim that the mechanism producing this 
sharp and distinct image has been formed by chance. Now, if 
somebody told you that the television in your room was 
formed as a result of chance, that all of its atoms just happened 
to come together and make up this device that produces an im- 
age, what would you think? How can atoms do what thou- 
sands of people cannot? 

If a device producing a more primitive image than the eye 
could not have been formed by chance, then it is very evident 
that the eye and the image seen by the eye could not have been 
formed by chance. The same situation applies to the ear. The 
outer ear picks up the available sounds by the auricle and di- 
rects them to the middle ear, the middle ear transmits the 
sound vibrations by intensifying them, and the inner ear sends 
these vibrations to the brain by translating them into electric 
signals. Just as with the eye, the act of hearing finalizes in the 
center of hearing in the brain. 

The situation in the eye is also true for the ear. That is, the 
brain is insulated from sound just as it is from light. It does not 
let any sound in. Therefore, no matter how noisy is the outside, 
the inside of the brain is completely silent. Nevertheless, the 
sharpest sounds are perceived in the brain. In your complete- 
ly silent brain, you listen to symphonies, and hear all of the 
noises in a crowded place. However, were the sound level in 


your brain measured by a precise device at that moment, com- 


plete silence would be found to be prevailing there. 


As is the case with imagery, decades of effort have been 
spent in trying to generate and reproduce sound that is faithful 


to the original. The results of these efforts are sound recorders, 
high-fidelity systems, and systems for sensing sound. Despite 
all of this technology and the thousands of engineers and ex- 
perts who have been working on this endeavor, no sound has 
yet been obtained that has the same sharpness and clarity as the 
sound perceived by the ear. Think of the highest-quality hi-fi 
systems produced by the largest company in the music indus- 
try. Even in these devices, when sound is recorded some of it is 
lost; or when you turn on a hi-fi you always hear a hissing 
sound before the music starts. However, the sounds that are the 
products of the human body's technology are extremely sharp 
and clear. A human ear never perceives a sound accompanied 
by a hissing sound or with atmospherics as does a hi-fi; rather, 
it perceives sound exactly as it is, sharp and clear. This is the 
way it has been since the Creation of man. 

So far, no man-made visual or recording apparatus has been 
as sensitive and successful in perceiving sensory data as are the 
eye and the ear. However, as far as seeing and hearing are con- 


cerned, a far greater truth lies beyond all this. 


To Whom Does the Consciousness that 


Sees and Hears within the Brain Belong? 


Who watches an alluring world in the brain, listens to sym- 
phonies and the twittering of birds, and smells the rose? 

The stimulations coming from a person's eyes, ears, and 
nose travel to the brain as electro-chemical nerve impulses. In 
biology, physiology, and biochemistry books, you can find 
many details about how this image forms in the brain. Howev- 
er, you will never come across the most important fact: Who 
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perceives these electro-chemical nerve impulses as images, 
sounds, odors, and sensory events in the brain? There is a con- 
sciousness in the brain that perceives all this without feeling 
any need for an eye, an ear, and a nose. To whom does this 
consciousness belong? Of course it does not belong to the 
nerves, the fat layer, and neurons comprising the brain. This is 
why Darwinist-materialists, who believe that everything is 
comprised of matter, cannot answer these questions. 

For this consciousness is the spirit created by Allah, which 
needs neither the eye to watch the images nor the ear to hear 
the sounds. Furthermore, it does not need the brain to think. 

Everyone who reads this explicit and scientific fact should 
ponder on Almighty Allah, and fear and seek refuge in Him, 
for He squeezes the entire universe in a pitch-dark place of a 
few cubic centimeters in a three-dimensional, colored, shad- 


owy, and luminous form. 


A Materialist Faith 


The information we have presented so far shows us that the 


theory of evolution is incompatible with scientific findings. 


The theory's claim regarding the origin of life is inconsistent 
with science, the evolutionary mechanisms it proposes have no 
evolutionary power, and fossils demonstrate that the required 
intermediate forms have never existed. So, it certainly follows 
that the theory of evolution should be pushed aside as an un- 
scientific idea. This is how many ideas, such as the Earth-cen- 
tered universe model, have been taken out of the agenda of sci- 


ence throughout history. 


However, the theory of evolution is kept on the agenda of 
science. Some people even try to represent criticisms directed 
against it as an "attack on science." Why? 

The reason is that this theory is an indispensable dogmatic 
belief for some circles. These circles are blindly devoted to ma- 
terialist philosophy and adopt Darwinism because it is the on- 
ly materialist explanation that can be put forward to explain 
the workings of nature. 

Interestingly enough, they also confess this fact from time to 
time. A well-known geneticist and an outspoken evolutionist, 
Richard C. Lewontin from Harvard University, confesses that 
he is "first and foremost a materialist and then a scientist": 

It is not that the methods and institutions of science some- 
how compel us accept a material explanation of the phe- 
nomenal world, but, on the contrary, that we are forced by 
our a priori adherence to material causes to create an ap- 
paratus of investigation and a set of concepts that produce 
material explanations, no matter how counter-intuitive, 
no matter how mystifying to the uninitiated. Moreover, 
that materialism is absolute, so we cannot allow a Divine 
[intervention]...”° 

These are explicit statements that Darwinism is a dogma 
kept alive just for the sake of adherence to materialism. This 
dogma maintains that there is no being save matter. Therefore, 
it argues that inanimate, unconscious matter brought life into 


being. It insists that millions of different living species (e.g., 


birds, fish, giraffes, tigers, insects, trees, flowers, whales, and 


human beings) originated as a result of the interactions be- 
tween matter such as pouring rain, lightning flashes, and so on, 


out of inanimate matter. This is a precept contrary both to rea- 
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son and science. Yet Darwinists continue to ignorantly defend 
it just so as not to acknowledge, in their own eyes, the evident 
existence of Allah. 

Anyone who does not look at the origin of living beings 
with a materialist prejudice sees this evident truth: All living 
beings are works of a Creator, Who is All-Powerful, All-Wise, 
and All-Knowing. This Creator is Allah, Who created the 
whole universe from non-existence, in the most perfect form, 


and fashioned all living beings. 


The Theory of Evolution: The Most 
Potent Spell in the World 


Anyone free of prejudice and the influence of any particular 
ideology, who uses only his or her reason and logic, will clear- 
ly understand that belief in the theory of evolution, which 
brings to mind the superstitions of societies with no knowledge 
of science or civilization, is quite impossible. 

As explained above, those who believe in the theory of 

evolution think that a few atoms and molecules thrown in- 

to a huge vat could produce thinking, reasoning professors 
and university students; such scientists as Einstein and 

Galileo; such artists as Humphrey Bogart, Frank Sinatra 

and Luciano Pavarotti; as well as antelopes, lemon trees, 

and carnations. Moreover, as the scientists and professors 
who believe in this nonsense are educated people, it is 
quite justifiable to speak of this theory as "the most potent 
spell in history." Never before has any other belief or idea 
so taken away peoples’ powers of reason, refused to allow 
them to think intelligently and logically, and hidden the 
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truth from them as if they had been blindfolded. This is an 
even worse and unbelievable blindness than the totem 
worship in some parts of Africa, the people of Saba wor- 
shipping the Sun, the tribe of the Prophet Abraham (as) 
worshipping idols they had made with their own hands, or 
some among the people of the Prophet Moses (as) wor- 
shipping the Golden Calf. 

In fact, Allah has pointed to this lack of reason in the 
Qur'an. In many verses, He reveals that some peoples' 
minds will be closed and that they will be powerless to see 
the truth. Some of these verses are as follows: 

As for those who do not believe, it makes no difference 
to them whether you warn them or do not warn them, 
they will not believe. Allah has sealed up their hearts 
and hearing and over their eyes is a blindfold. They will 
have a terrible punishment. (Surat al-Baqara: 6-7) 

... They have hearts with which they do not understand. 
They have eyes with which they do not see. They have 
ears with which they do not hear. Such people are like 
cattle. No, they are even further astray! They are the un- 
aware. (Surat al-A“raf: 179) 

Even if We opened up to them a door into heaven, and 
they spent the day ascending through it, they would on- 
ly say: "Our eyesight is befuddled! Or rather we have 
been put under a spell!" (Surat al-Hijr: 14-15) 

Words cannot express just how astonishing it is that this 


spell should hold such a wide community in thrall, keep peo- 


ple from the truth, and not be broken for 150 years. It is under- 


standable that one or a few people might believe in impossible 


scenarios and claims full of stupidity and illogicality. Howev- 
er, "magic" is the only possible explanation for people from all 
over the world believing that unconscious and lifeless atoms 
suddenly decided to come together and form a universe that 
functions with a flawless system of organization, discipline, 
reason, and consciousness; a planet named Earth with all of its 
features so perfectly suited to life; and living things full of 
countless complex systems. 

In fact, in the Qur'an Allah relates the incident of the 
Prophet Moses (as) and Pharaoh to show that some people who 
support atheistic philosophies actually influence others by 
magic. When Pharaoh was told about the true religion, he told 
the Prophet Moses (as) to meet with his own magicians. When 
the Prophet Moses (as) did so, he told them to demonstrate 
their abilities first. The verses continue: 

He said: "You throw." And when they threw, they cast a 

spell on the people's eyes and caused them to feel great 

fear of them. They produced an extremely powerful 

magic. (Surat al-A‘raf, 116) 

As we have seen, Pharaoh's magicians were able to deceive 
everyone, apart from the Prophet Moses (as) and those who be- 


lieved in him. However, his evidence broke the spell, or "swal- 


lowed up what they had forged," as revealed in the verse: 


We revealed to Moses: "Throw down your staff." And it 

immediately swallowed up what they had forged. So the 

Truth took place and what they did was shown to be 

false. (Surat al-A’raf, 117-118) 

As we can see, when people realized that a spell had been 
cast upon them and that what they saw was just an illusion, 
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Pharaoh's magicians lost all credibility. In the present day too, 
unless those who, under the influence of a similar spell, believe 
in these ridiculous claims under their scientific disguise and 
spend their lives defending them, abandon their superstitious 
beliefs, they also will be humiliated when the full truth 
emerges and the spell is broken. In fact, world-renowned 
British writer and philosopher Malcolm Muggeridge, who was 
an atheist defending evolution for some 60 years, but who sub- 
sequently realized the truth, reveals the position in which the 
theory of evolution would find itself in the near future in these 
terms: 
I myself am convinced that the theory of evolution, espe- 
cially the extent to which it's been applied , will be one of 
the great jokes in the history books in the future. Poster- 
ity will marvel that so very flimsy and dubious an hy- 
pothesis could be accepted with the incredible credulity 
that it has.?! 

That future is not far off: On the contrary, people will soon 
see that "chance" is not a deity, and will look back on the theo- 
ry of evolution as the worst deceit and the most terrible spell 
in the world. That spell is already rapidly beginning to be lift- 
ed from the shoulders of people all over the world. Many peo- 
ple who see its true face are wondering with amazement how 


they could ever have been taken in by it.
